SUPREME COURT RULE ON MARKING. 


¢ BALLOTS HAS PRESTIGE,

Court and Commissioners in Chicago Have 
Followed the Practice Indicated by the 
High TribunaleJudge Carter’s Opin- 
ion=Ryan Denies He Meant to Hurt 
Daffy Politically by His Recent Suite 
Chairman Lorimer says Most Republic- 
an Workers Are Volunteers. 

The rule as to marking ballots under the 
Australian system, established by the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois in the decision an- 
nounced on Friday, is practically the rule 
that has been followed here by the Election 
Commissioners in their instructions to judges 
and glerks of election. Judge Carter, in re- 
went decisions, has adheted closely to the in- 
tentions of the voter. The recent instruc- 
tions to judges and clerks contain the follow- 
ing provision: 

‘* The law provides the method of marking 
the ballot and does not provide that a voter 


mav erase a name in the ballot, yet if a 


name or names should be erased by the 
voter the bailot should not be thrown out on 
that account. Remember that if the choice 
of the voter can be determined from the bal- 
lot, the vote should be counted as the voter 
intended.”’ 

Deputy Chief. Clerk Agnew, who has been 
connected with the election office many years, 
said this had always been therule, Judge 
Carter said regarding the decision: 

**The rule established is practically what 
we have followedall along. I decided in the 


Ohms-Patton contest, from the Viilage of: 


Palatine, that where no fraud was shown the 
ballot should be counted according to the 
intention of the voter. In that contest over 
fifty ballots did not have the regulation ‘sam- 
ple cross’ marked in the square opposite the 
mame, and there were only four bal- 
lots thrown ont, One side held the 
‘sample cross’ was mandatory, while 
the other took the position the judges and 
clerks should have followed the intention of 
the voters. and I held with the latter. | 

*‘*The Supreme Courts of all the other 
States having the Australiar system have held 
the provision as to ‘the cross is mandatory 
and have declared there should be a cross in 
the square. Kansas, Rhode Island, lowa, 
Minnesota, and Maine have so held. I dif- 
fered with those decisions, and our Supreme 
Court has now so decided, 


'* In the Ohms-Patton ease I held that until 


the Supreme Court decided the point we 
would follow the intention of the voter. Each 
of the Supreme Courts in the States I have 
mentioned held, prior to the adoption of the 
Australian system, the intention of the voter 
shouid be considered in the count. We bave 
sent for the fuil text of the opinion in the Par- 
ker-Orr vase and expect to have it here be- 
fore Tuesday’s election.”’ 

President Baird of the Election Board was 
in hearty accord with the decision. ‘‘ We 
have followed this rule here, and I under- 
stand it has been the precedent ever since the 
Australian ballot law has been in force, Our 
instructions to judges and clerks of election 
have always been along this line, and we ure 
doubly glad to have a decision of the court on 
this point.”’ 

W. W, Wheelock, the attorney of the Elec-: 
tion Board, said: ‘*‘Qur Supreme Court has 
differed with most of the States in the con- 
struction of election laws and it has always 
been more liberal than the others, It has 
heid, for instance, the voter has the right to 
write in the name of a candidate; that he 
does not have to follow the party and petition 
nominations. Pennsylvania has held a man 
can register practically up te the hour of 
closing of the polls. It took the position the 
Legislature was net given the power under 
the Constituton to pass a law that a voter 
could not regisier after a period of twa weeks 
prior to an election, as the Constitution de- 
fined his rights and tne Legislature could not 
abridge them. 

** The decision 6f our Supreme Court in the 
Parker-Orr case\is practicaily the same rule 
our E.ection Boar¥ has followed. The judges 
and clerks have always been directed to fol- 
low the intention of the voter. The recent

“I have never had any-transactions with 
Mr. Duffy in regard to the sewer in con- 
troversy.

Robert P. Porter presided and presented 
Gov. Hastings of Pennsylvania as the first 
speaker.

News comes from Texacapa, a small town in- 


habited by Indians and Mestizos (half-breeds), 
that ten persons were burned there as heretics 
by order of the Auxiliary Town Judge. 

He c!aims he was acting according to the 
will of God, manifested to him in an extraor- 
dinary vision, accompanied by certain indica- 
tions of divine wrath against heretics and 
people léading immoral lives, 

As soon as the news reached Mollango, the 
principal town in the district, the municipal 
President and minor officials, with an escort 


of over sixty men, armed with rifles, wentto 


Texacapa, where they found everybody in the 
public square executing grotesque dances in 
honor of the virgin of Guadalupe around the 
jail, a emall buildimg soldidly constructed, 
ciose to the parish church. 

in this jail previous to Saturday had been 
confined at midnight Niceolas Hernandez, 
Martin Santiago, José Manuel, Caspar Her- 


nandez, Juan Tomes, Juan Tomas 
second, Maria Juana, Maria Magda- 
lena, Maria Concepcion, and an infant 
chid.

** Then,” continued the Auxiliary Judge, ‘I 
obeyed the divine command and ordered out 
my a:guagiles (constables), and we took these 
sinners from their beds and dragged them, in 
the darkness of night, weeping and wailing, to 
the jail. When they were locked securely in 
I ordered the alguaciles to set the building on 
fire. The heretics were filled with fear and 
shouted for mercy, but heaven’s will had to 
be done, and’ they were consumed to their 
bones, and the vengeance of heaven was 
averted from our émmunity.”’ 

The jail, as the Judge related in this awful 
‘narrative, was burned, all except the massive 
stone walis, and nothing remained of the hap- 
less victims but their bones. Twenty-one ar- 
rests were made, although the fanatical mob 
threatened death to the authorities. 

The prisoners, securely bound around the 
arms and chained together, were marched to 
Mollango, where a judicial investigation will 
take place. The whole population of Texacapa 
believe the Auxilliary Judge was commissioned

Russia and Japan Said to Have Allied 
to Engliand’s Discomfiture.

But the war clouds do not seem to have de- 
pressed the spirits of the royal family toany 
appreciable extent. On the contrary, since 
her return on Saturday last from visiting her 
parents, the King and Queen of Denmark, 
at Copenhagen, the Princess of- Wales and 
her daughters, Victoria and Maud, the three 
ladies of the royal family whom the Prince 
of Wales, detained at Newmarket, could not 
find time to meet at Charing Cross railroad 
station, have been constantly on the go, vis- 
iting:the different art galleries, theaters, etc. 
The Princesses have been accompanied on 
these pleasure tours by the Duke of’ York 
and Prince Nicholas of Greece, and their 
comings and goings have done much to en- 
liven smoky old London.

SHERMAN ON BRICE AND CLEVELAND. 


Thinks the Lattera Man of Ability, but 
Not a Good President. 

Cleveland, O., Nov. 2.—{Special,]—Senato 
John Sherman gives an interview tonight 
here in which he gives his estimates of the 
abilities of his: colleague, Senator Calvin 8. 
Brice, and of President Cleveland. | 

‘Senator Brice,’’ he remarks, “is a clever 
fellow, but it is an outrage that he should 
represent Ohio in the Senate. Mr. Brice 
used to come to Washington on Tuesday and 
go away on Friday to New, York—never to 
Ohio. 

“Ohio wool-growers are disaffected and it 
is an infernal outrage that Mr. Brice should 
have represented Ohio in the Senate when 
the wool measure was before Congress. His 
vote would have prevented wool from going 
on the free list. Free wool has cost the 
country $40,000,000 or $50,000,000."", : 

Referring to President Cleveland Mr. 
Sherman said: ‘‘Mr. Cleveland is a man of 
marked ability, but he is stubborn. He has 
his ideas ‘and insists upon them. Were he 
a President like Lincoln he would refuse to 
assume any part of the responsibility for 
the legislation or the administration of the 
departments. My idea of the President is 
that of a~presiding and executive officer-- 
not a tyrant, a dictator, or a meddler. The 
applicants for office should not see him at 
all. 

‘‘When I said Mr. Cleveland is a man of 
marked ability, I did not mean he is a good 
President. Congress appropriates the 
money for the use of the Secretaries and not 
for the President, and the responsibility 
upon the Secretaries.”

Still it is quite the order of the day for 
the rank and file of traders to stand in rows, 
predicting the downfall of Barnato and all 
the tribe of lively speculators who in London 
and at Paris and Berlin have been making 
such a merry-go-round, It seems to me far 
more probable that before the predicted 
final smash shall come abroad we shall our, 
selves have here something of the same sort 
in.a speculative market way that has been 
making such liveliness in Europe. 

It is certain many of the prominent brokers 
of the New York Stock kxchange are per- 
suaded a mining boom is due here. I know 
personally of not less than two-score stock 
‘exchange firms who have already taken in 
hand mining deals, and are in readiness to 
spring them upon the speculative and in- 
vesting public as soon as sentiment will 
seem to warrant. If only once such deals 
should get under way we may look for the 
liveliest dance in speculative American 
stocks knownin years. Personally l am con- 
vinced that considerably within a twelve- 
month we will be having a spirited specula- 
tion boom in New York, and that our trans- 
ations will be in American properties. 

The street has heard a good many things 
this week as to what might suddenly happen 
in Chicago Gas, but none of the predicted 
Sensations have come to pass. One rumor 
had it new applications were ready to spring 
asking for receiverships. But for the most 
part all the rumeorsg-and more especially 
those as to receivers, were undoubtedly the 
inventions of specuiators whose wishes 
fathered the insinuations.

Manipulation of an aggressive and adroit 
sort is visible in the sugar trust shares. It 
looks as if insiders were willing to see lower 
prices, but were not disposed to lose any 
stock. It is sure the recent attacks could not 
have been effective without an inside con- 
sent to see the prices of the stock lowered. 

As it is in sugar trust, so it appears to be 
in most of the other conspicuous stocks. 
The appearance of any concerted and earnest 
effort to support the market would be sure 
to induce a sharp rally. There is a bigger 
short interest in the stock market now than 
at any time this year. The short interest 
has two reliances. One is, the public is out 
of Wali street, leaving stock speculation 


importing goods from foreign countries in 
ah overwhelming volume, while exports are 
‘comparatively insignificant. The inter- 
national balance of trade is murderously 
against us. We will hear a good deal about 
this the next New Year's.

AMERICAN STOCKS LEAST INFLATED. 


Much Money in Europe Awaiting In- 
vestment When Kaflirs Subside. . 

New York, Nov. 2.—[Special.]—George Ww.

MEDICO-LEGAL VIEW OF HYPNOTISM. 


Doctors and Lawyers Discuss and Disap- 
prove It at Their Club Meeting. 

That hypnotism is a much overestimated 
influence and is no excuse for crime was the 
consensus of opinion among the doctors and 
lawyers of the Medical-Legal club, who iast 
night discussed hypnotismn from a profes- 
sional standpoint at their quarterly méeting 
in the Columbus Memorial Building. 

Dr, Sidaey Kuh, the firat essayist, said: 

“If we acknowledge the possibility that a 
person may be caused to commit crime by 
hypnotization, then such a person must be 
considered irresponsible for hia action. For 
hypnotism isa pathological state in which 
the will power of the subject is affected. But 
experiment has demonstrated hypnotism is 
of practically no use in the commission: of 
crime. In my opinion the dangers of 
hypnotism lie much more in its use for ex- 
perimentai and therapeutical than for crimi- 
nal purposes.” 

C. B. Eyer followed Dr, Kuh with an essay 
on ** Hypnotism from a Lawyer’s Stana. 
“Hypnotism as a defense for 
crime,”’ said he, ** is like an alibi—sufficient if 
clearly proved, worse than nonevif only half 
shown.’ 

A general discussion was in order after the 
papers, and remarks were made by Dra, 
Sanger Brown, Hugi Patrick, H. M. Bannis-

Attornéy Robbins for the Property~ 
Owners Wants to Expedite Taking 
of Testimony, but Attorney Knight 
for Blevated Railroad People Is in 
No Hurry—Fees in It for Master-in- 
Chancery Bass Incline Him to Make 
the Sessions Last. is 

The legal struggle between cértain Wa- 
bash avenue property-owners and the Union 

Elevated railroad company was renewed 

yesterday before Master in Chancery Bass 

in the Hartford Building. Henry 8. Rob- 
bins, for the property-owners, was again 
pitted against Clarence A. Knight for the 
railroad company. Mr. Robbins wanted to 
expedite things. To Mr. Knight time was 
apparently no object. As for Master in 


Chancery Bass, the longer the record the. 
greater his fees, And so Mr. Robbins was 


in. the minority. 

As will be remembered three suits were 
begun in the Circuit Court recently by thesé 
property-owners to enjoin the construction 
of the elevated loop, on the ground that 
some of them had been paid by the company 
for their consent. Judge Horton granted 
them temporary injunctions, the company 
appealed from the order to the Appellate 
Court, and the argument on the‘appeal wiil 
be heard next Thursilay. In the mean- 
while the property-owners are seeking to 
examine the signers before Master in Chan- 
cery Bass to secure proof of their having 
been paid for their consent. But Mr. Knight 
objects so vigorously to taking -evidence 
in three cases at the same time that the ex- 
amination is confined to the suit brought by 
Potter Palmer and Bertha H. Palmer. 

Only Ten Tarned Up.

At the swearing of each witness Mr.

peenas and give testimony after he cama, 
that he was in no danger of committing con- 
tempt of court, and Mr; Bass had done what 
he knew was wrong in threatening them in 
his subpeenas with contempt proceeding", 
and that he ought to keep his record in long- 
band instead of shorthand. 
Every Question Objected To. 

When the witness began his testimony 
every question asked by Mr. Robbins was 
objected to. When Mr. Robbins was through 
Mr. Knight gave every witness a cross-ex- 
amination, in which He went into the life 
and times of the witness, the history of 
railroading for the last fifty years, and the 
history of the Proteetive Association in 
particular. Sometimes angry altercations 
with Mr. Robbins ensued. To say that Mr. 
Robbins was made weary would be super- 
fluous, but he sawed wood, and at the end 
of the day hada pile to show for it. 

The first witness ‘yesterday morning 
was S. D. Kimbark, who was called to 
testify concerning the acts of his mother-in- 
law, Mrs, Rebecca Church, who owned forty 
feet of land adjoining the Clifton House on 
the north. Mr. Kimbark identified the sig- 
nature to the petition and then freely. con- 
fessed that she got $4,000 for it. He ex- 
hibited the contract between her and the 
company to that effect. :Mr. Knight toyed 
with the witness for an hour or so and tried 
in vain to get him to admit that the loop 
was a blessing. Mr. Kimbark, however, 
said over and over that he regarded it as 
the destruction of Wabash avenue. 

Next came Hiram B, Peabody, who said 
he owned forty-eight feet on the east side 
of the avenue, betweén Jackson and Van 
Buren streets, occupied by Mason & Ham- 
lin. He also cheerfully produced a contract 
between him and the railroad company, ac- 
cording to which the company was to pay 
him $4,800 for signing the petition to the 
City Council. Not only so, but on Mr. Rob- 
bins’ asking him if he had any other con- 
tract with the railroad company the witness 
obligingly exhibited another in which the 
company further promised him in consider- 
ation for his consent to pay him as much per 


“foot as it might pay any one else, whatever 


that might be, and also promised to secure 
him against any suits his tenants might 
bring against him fort damages in conse- 
quence of the loop, provided, however, the 
company should have sole control of the 
defense in all such suits. 


Robbins Takes His Time. 


As Mr. Robbins read this last contract 
aloud, to get it into the record, he had no 
sooner finished than Mr. Knight, on the 
same ground, read the interminable printed 
contract to pay Mr. Kimbark $4,800. He 
read as slowly as he could without falling 
asleep, but every now and then inquired of 
the stenographers if he was going too fast 
forthem. When this was through he cross- 
questioned the witness at great length, and 
finally excused him more dead than alive. 

The next witness was Christian Jevne, 
who owns forty-eight feet on the west side 
of the avenue, between Madison and Wash- 
ington streets, where his grocery standa.

WORK IS BEGUN IN FIFTH AVENUE. 


Laying Foundations for Union Loop 
South of Adams Street. 

Work was begun yesterday in laying the 
foundations for the Union loop in Fifth ave- 
nue south of Adams street. When the first 
foundations for the loop were laid in Fifth 
avenue the great number of pipes on the east 
side of the street occupied all the room and 
prevented work from Adams street south. 
These. pipes are mostly conduits belonging 
to the Chicago Edison company. They are 
filled with insulated wires and form the 
main trunk line feeder from the new Harri- 
son street power-house of the company to 
the old Adams street plant, which is now 
used as a distribution center. 

Nearly two weeks ago work on meving the 
pipes was begun. It necessitated an excava- 
tion fifteen feet wide'from Adams to Van Bu- 
ren streets in Fifth avenue. Friday the work 
of moving the conduits was completed and 
yesterday the regular foundation gang of 
the Union Loop company took possession of 
the street, putting in the concrete founda- 
tions. 

Work of moving the pipes was only carried 
on as far south as Van Buren street. Incase 
Marrison street is finally used for the loop, 
the same work will have to be done for an- 
other block south, and will prove a consid- 
erable source of delay. 

The Union Loop ‘company evidently in- 
tends to have a regular field day at construc- 
tion work today. Huge piles of sand and 
broken granite were deposited yesterday aft- 
ernoon along Wabash avenue from Madison 
street south as far as Jackson street, and 
hundreds of barrels of cement were rolled on 
the sidewalk ready for the day when injunc- 
tions do not run. Late last night workmen 
had completed digging the last of the deep 
pits north of Madison str«@t. All was ready 
apparently for a similar Sunday decoration 
of Wabash avenue south of that point. 


WORDS UF PRAISE FOR THE NEW WOMAN 


Mrs. Belva Lockwood Says She Is Due to 
Improved Machinery. 

Atlanta, Ga., Nov, 2.—[Special.|—The 
Auditorium was thronged this afternoon at 2 
vo’clock with an intelligent and cultured audi- 
ence which had gathered to listen to Mra. 
Belva Lock wood’s address, ‘*The New Woman 
as [ Have Found Her,”’ 

In her lecture stie pictured briefly the de- 
tertnined opposition pf the masculine element 
to the- so-called new woman, but claimed 
there is no oew ‘woman, nor anything 
new under the -sun, but the present 
rapid development .of women is due 
partly to the great improvement in machin- 
ery that has.come about in these latter days. 
The carding, spinning, weaving, knitting, and 
the manufacture of garments, together with 
the household menage that absorbed the 
whole time and strength of our grandmothers, 
are no longer necessary, and women have now 
time on their hands for otner activities. 

It is more especiaily the higher education 
of woman that has come about within the last 
two decades that has given to her her present 
ascendency. We conceded the end from the 
beginning when we first taught woman the al- 


phabet of the language, after which she went 


into the secondary school, the grammar 
school, the high school, and has knocked at 
the colleges and universities untal nearly 
every coliege door has. been opened to her. 
‘The new woman,’’ said Mr. Lockwood, 
‘iz an evolution of the old woman, brought 
about by the intellectual progress of the age. 
If the male student of this generation must 
perforce spend his best energies in basebail 


and yachting women tnust enter the profes-« 


sions to restore the equilibrium of society. 


More women are being graduated from the. 


universities in the North and West than men. 

‘*These educated women must and will 
have something to do, It,is no cause for 
alarm, but a healthful eign of the times, and 
the young woman of today must be educated 
like the woy to trades and professions. There 
may be léss romance'iin it, but there will be 
fewer disappointments and fewer divorces. 

**Ooe great feature of this new evolution is 
the financial independence of woman, No 
person ‘can be wholiy free who is tied to the 
pocketbook of another. There may be more 
women bacheloss, but there will be fewer 
unhappy marriages, and the sole occupation 
of the new woman will not be ‘how to catch 
a husband.’ f 

‘Woman in this age isa producer as well 
as a consumer—a manufacturer, a lawyer. a 
doctor, a minister—and her economic cundi- 
tions in a large méasure towards the world 
have changed. But her progress is man’s 
progress, and her elevation is his elevation, 
and it shouid be a source of congratulation to 
us all that the development of the age has 
left its impress upon us,”

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 2.—[Special. ]—Regent 
Levi L. Barbour of the University of ichi- 
gan in an interview today stated it is not im- 
probable there will be a woman prole-sor in 
the university next fall.

Womep Take Great Interest. 

“The interest taken hy the women was 
phenomenal, [remember one we attended 
one evening which would have surprised any 
one unused to English politicai gatherings. 
This méeting was culled to promote the candi- 
dacy of a young barrister whom we knew, and 
several women spoke in favor of his election. 
There was a large constituency present, and 
the speech of the evening and the one about 
which all the interest centered was the one 
made by the barrister’s mother. 

‘Lady Henry Somerset and I went 
to the North of Engiand on a political jaunt 
and spoke for the Liberal candidates, two of 
them being Sir Wilfred Lawson and the son of 
Lord Cnief Justice Russell. 

“The English man or woman in private 
life is inclined to keep quiet, but at political 
meetings both are demonstrative. I was im- 
pressed with the spontaneity of the audience. 
If the speaker touched a popular chord the 
enothusiasin was great, and if the speech was 
not thoroughly in accord with the tempera- 
ment of the listeners, cries of ‘Stop’ were 
heard. There were no hisses, such as too 
often characterize American gatherings. 

“The Armenian situation caused much 
feeling in England. There were two refugees 
in London, Lady Henry Somerset took care 
of them for a few aays. Their presence part- 
ly accounted for two immense demonstra- 
tions held in the town, whish were presided 
over by the Duke of Argyll. At one of the 
meetings the two refugees, man and woman, 


were on the platform. Lady Henry spoke on 


the subject, and while reterring te the 
wuman motioned to her to _§ stand 
up. She did ‘so, and her husband, 
seemingly with an innate feeling of sympathy 
and courtesy, arose with her and remained 
standing until she again resumed her seat. 


Case of Armenian Refugees. 


‘The case of these two people was peculiar- 
ly sad. Their baby was taken away from the 
mother, but the parents escaped. Lady 
Henry desired to take them to her home in 
the country. hen they were driven out of 
London and reached the country, when the 
broad fields stretched away in every direc- 
tion, the woman looked at them a few minutes 
and then burst into tears. She man- 
aged to make it known that the 
country reminded her of her own home and 
she said, still sobbing as though her heart 
would break, she wanted to return to the 
city. 

‘*My plans for the future are not entirely 
completed.

Gold Output from South Dakota Mines 
Is Greatly Inereased. : 

Hill City, 8. D., Oct. 26.—{Special Corre- 
spondence.]~+The mining camp of Keystone, 
situated upon Battle Oreek, Pennington 
County, 8. D., has attracted but little notice 
in the Eastern press since litigation closed 
down the famous “ Holy Terror ” mine last 
spring after thé most remarkably productive 
cee of mill rung-ever made by a fire stamp 
pliant, ee :

of the trial, which left the ownership of the 
“grass-root” bonanga still unsettled, the de- 
cision was appealed from—the mine which 
had produced some $50,000 from workings 
above the ninety-foot level was bonded for 
$100,000 to a party of Milwaukee capitalists. 
The price seemed yery low for such a bullion 
producer, but the dread of further litigation 


and the ever present fear that the ledge

MANIPULATION IN IMPORTANT DRUGS 


Prices of Campher, Quinine, Glycerine, 
and Cod Liver Oil Going Up. 

Manipulation seems to be popular in the 
drug line at present. No fewer than four or 
five important drugs are supposed, in the 
trade, to be engaging the attention of com- 
binations either in this country or in London 
with the presumable purpose in view of 
booming prices. 

Camphor leads the list of articles, going up 
from 45 cents to 64 cents a pound, and it is 
still slowly advancing. A powerful syndicate 
in London is purchasing everything in sight. 
Refiners stocks are said to be nearly ¢x- 
bausted, while the demand is sharp. 

Quinine is another article many men in the 
trade think is engaging the attention and 
money of London operators. There is an 
agreement between manufacturers which 
limits the delivery to sixty days in order to 
gna speculation. A week or two agoa 

ondon speculator purchased quinine in a 
quantity that was unknown, but is thought 
to be very large, for delivery in Aptil at the 
equivalent of 3834 cents, an advance of 814 
cepts over the present New York price, 

Glycerine has gone up three cents a pound, 

Codliver oil has gone up $18 2 barrel, and 
is steadily rising. ‘the American consump- 
tion is immense. This advance isn’t due to 
any manipulation. but to the fact that the 
eccentric. codfish has left the coast of Norway 
and crossed the ocean to the banks of New- 
foundiand, where liver oil is not contem- 
plated in the fisheries. : 

Menthol has advanced 50 cents, not due to 
manipulation, but to disturbances in the 
Orient, from which the oii of pepperment, ite 
basis, comes, 

Tonka beans are also moving toward ex- 
treme prices, 

Window glass will cost consumers 5 per 
cent more inall probability after Nov, 15.

Amesbury, Mass., Nov.. 2.—{Special.]—Isaac 
Boyd Little, the pioneer carriage manufacturer, 
died at Merrimac last evening, aged 63.

SPEAKS IN BEHALF OF THE ACCUSED, 


Mr. Rotan Makes the Final Plea for the 
*Man of Blood. 

When court reconvened there was not an 
inch of space in the court room or the gallery 
above that was not’ occupied, and the doors 
‘were locked to prevent tne entrance of more, 

One of the peculiar features of the trial bas 
been the number of society women present to 
witness the proceedings, and today there were 
more than ever before, In ordinary murder 
trials there are few if any women present. 

The afternoon session was begun at 2:45 
o'clock, when Mr. Rotan, after a moment’s 
conversation with Holmes, began the argu- 
ment ior the defense. He was pale, but self- 
possessed, and received admiratiun for the 
pluck and endurance with which he fought, 
practically’ single-handed, against the 
mighty force of the Commonvwealth’s 
evidence, and the sill and experience 
of the District-Attorney. His colleague, Mr. 
Shoemaker, who throughout has taken the 
interiur part in the conduct of the case, was 
absent today on account of bis illness, and 
Mr. Rotan was entirely alone. 

There wasa pathetic note in the way he be- 
gan, saying: . 

*Gentiemen of the jury, there is probably 
no one inthis court-room who can iully ap- 
preciate the responsibility that rests upon my 
shoulders, Yet each otf you has a much 
greater responsibility.”’

Holmes Taken Back to Prison While Delib-

Mr. Rotan concluded his address at 4:30 


He began with the usual definition of the va- 
rious degrees of murder and mapsiaughter, 
and read several passages from the Penal 
Code of Pennsyivacia. He instructed the 
jury to direct their thoughte to the question 
whether the prisoner had committed murder, 
ana if s> in what degree. If the Common-

All evi-

After citing illustrations of this the Judge 
continued: | 
_ “In the case of killing by poison experi- 
ence. shows that nearly all such cases are 
proved by cireumstantial evidence. 

** Three questions mugt be determined by 
you in this case: First, is Pitzei dead?.. Sec- 
ond, did he die a violent death? Third, if he 
did, did the prisoner kill him or did he commit 
suicide?” 

The Judge reviewed the evidence at length 
and, continuing. said: *‘Now, was it a suicide 
ora murder? It is argued by counsel for the 
prisoner that it was suicide. Ii it was so the 
natural impulse would have been to notify 
the police upon discoveting the body. But he 
says he did not do so because he wanted to 
make it appear an explosion, so as to defraud 
the insurance company. The next step was 
told by Miss Yoke. The prisoner cross-ex- 
amined her himeeif.”’ 

Here the Judge quoted from her testimony 
concerning Holmes’ return to the Eleventh 
street house on the Sunday afternoon of the 
murder, and went on tosay: | 

* If upon all the evidence you are satisfied 
Pitzel was killed by Holmes by means of 
chloroform it is a case of murder in the first 
degree. If persuaded by the argument of 
counsel that it was suicide, not murder, you 
must acquit. 

“If, alter hearing the testimony. you are 
unable to make up your mind that he is 
guilty. if you feel a hesitancy, a doubt, you 
must give him the benefit of the doubt and 
acguit him; if not you must find him guilty 
of murder in the first degree. | 

“ If you have‘any impression in your mind 
of anything read in the newspapers or spoken 
in this court about cases other than the one 
on trial—the murder of Benjamin  F. Pitzel 
—pray dismiss them from your mind and 
consider the case with the utmost:care. You

Thus at 5:40 o’eclock in the afterfoon 
Holmes’ fate passed into the hands of the 
jury. The twelve men were immediately 
taken to their deliberating room under the 
escort of a corps of court offi- 
cers, and the best “efforts of the 
tipstaves could not quell the buzz of excite- 
ment which arose in the roow, Interest was 
at lever heat, and in spite of the late hour not 
a seat was to be had within the four walis, nor 
was one relinquished even during the recess 
which followed. 

Holmes was taken back to the celleroom, 
Atthough a sinije was On his lips. it was ciear 
that he was extremely hervous. Judge Arnold 
told the jury he should remain in tne building 
in case they cared to Gommunsicate with him.

Among the effects found in the room were 
several letters from Perry’s wife in St. Louis, 
the signatures to which had been torn off. To 
the neighbors hs’ Seige been known simply 
as an inventor. @ Coroner’s physicians 
held an autopsy, and findmg evidences of 
chloroform and congested lungs the jury gave 
a verdict of death from inhaling the fumes of 
chloroform. 

About three weeks after this occurrence 
Jephtha D. Howe, a St. Louis attorney, after 
corresponding with Coroner Ashbridge, came 
to this city and asserted that the body of the 
supposed Perry was that of Benjamin F. Pit- 
zel of St. Louis, and that he (Howe) was here 
to colleet $10,000 insurance from the Fidel- 
ity Mutuai Insurance company, for which 
amount a policy had been made out in favor 
of Mrs. Pitzel -in Chicago a. year before. 
Meanwhile Holmes, who had introduced Pit- 
zel to the insurance agents when the latter 
was insured, was induced by them to come to 
Philadelphia and identify thé body. This he 
did positively; and so did Alice Pitzel.. the 
16-year-old daughter of the dead man. With 
this unequivocal testimony the insurance 
company evay the money. Here the first 
stage of this extraordinary affair came to a 
close. 

The second opened some time afterward in 
& manner smacking strongly of the d.me 
novel, Marion C, Hedspeth. the notorious 
train robber, in jail in St. Louis, one day 
made a remark that Holmes, while in an ad- 
joining cell, had conspired with Pitzel and 
Howe to swindiea Philadelphia insurance 
company by substituting a body supposed to 
be that of Pitzel. 

Detectives took up this clew and worked for 
weeks, but not a trace could be found of 
Pitzel, Mrs. Pitzel, or the children; Holmes, 
however, was arrested on Nov. 17 in Boston. 
He was made tw write a decoy letter to Mrs. 
Pitzel, inducing her to come to Boston, where 
she was arrested, and together they were 
brought to Philadelpttia. The woman was 
subsequently re.eased, but hae since deen 
under the surveillance of the police. 

Holmes has been confined in Moyamensing 
Prison, and at intervals from that time to the 
present has nade many conflicting exp!ana- 
tions of every affair with which his name has 
been assoeiated. By his own confeasion he 
has béen impjicated, directly or indirectly, in 
three deliberate murders, the disappearance 
of one and possibie murdar of three children.

DURRANT EXHIBITS NO WEAKNESS 


Persists In Saying He Is Buoyed Up by 
Consciousness of Innocence. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 2.—The calm and 
confident demeanor of ‘Theodore Durrant 
continues unruffied, despite his conviction 
yesterday of the murder of Blanche Lamont. 

“This verdict,”’ Durrant continued, ** does 
not affect me at all. ‘Asa matter of fact 
there has been nothing in ail this case which 
has moved mein any way, and there will be 
nothing. Idonot wish to be understood as 
saying that lam insensiosle to, feeling, but I 
know wy whole life and just what 1 have and 
have not done, And a consciousness of inno- 
cence buoys me up,”’ 

Attorney John H. Dickinson said today 
that Durrant’s counsel would ask for a new 
trial, and that if Judge Murphy did rot grant 
the application an appeal wouid be taken to 
the Supreme Court of California. Dickinson 
charged that Durrant had been hounded by 
the newspapers. 

Chief of Police Crowley and Chief of De- 
tectives Leo today received a score of tele- 
grains from all over the country congratulat- 
ing them on the outcome of the trial. The 
District Attorney is ready to proceed in the 
Minnie Williams case, but it is understood 
that the defendant will ask for a continuance 
of two moaths. 

It is expected that the defense will ask for 
a change of venue, as itis thought if by any 
remote chance the prosecution faiis to secure 
a conviction the result will be to cast a ddubt 
over the justice of the verdict in the Lamont 
case. It has been intimated that the defense 
may allege insanity as a defense in the Will- 
iams case. Mauy phys-c.ans and experts on 
mental diseases believe the murderer has an 
aonormal! brain. 


SOUTH AFRICAN MINING PROPERTIES. 


Report Filed by the Swedish Consul- 
General at Cape Town. 

The Swedish Ministry of Foreign Affairs

The Consul-General says in his report that 
the gold fields in the Transvaal Republic 
are inexhaustible, and the supply of gold 
from the new mines is of an immense quan- 
tity. 

Notwithstanding these rich deposits of 
gold and the many years that must elapse 
before the supply is exhausted, says the 
Consul, the overissuing of shares in the vari- 
ous mining companies in the leading markets 
of the world is an evil that must have dis- 
astrous results. 

A new freight line of steamers has been or- 
ganized between Gothenburg, Sweden, and 
New York, thereby saving the cost of re- 
loading American goods destined for Sweden 
in English ‘and German harbors, and the 
same for Swedish goods to America... Two 
steamers will commence the new rgute and 
four more will be added in the spring. It 
is said there will be no reduction in rates.

Committee Has Prepared a Memorial to 
Congress Asking That the Wisconsin 


buggestion Is to Husband the Water 
Supply in Lake Winnebago in a Syste- 
matic Manner—Business-Men Will Dis- 
cuss the Matter at Ushkosh. 

Green Bay, Wis., Nov. 2.—[Special. ]—The 


united ina petition to Congress to tap the 
Wisconsia River at Portage 1m order to re- 
lieve the navigation and milling interests, 
which are threatened with serious disaster by 
the low stage of water between Lake Winne- 
bago and Green Bay. 

The memorial was prepared by a subcom- 
mittee appointed by a general committee of 
the Fox River Valley manufacturers. The 
general committeé will meet in adjourned 
session at Oshkosh on Thursday next at 2 
o’clock. This committee, of which Col. H. 
A. Frambach of Kaukauna is Chairman, was 
appointed by Mayor Eimore of Green Bay at 
the Green Bay conference he'd on Sept. 7. 

The memoriai to Congress has been pre- 
pared and submitted by the sabcommittee to 
prominent manufacturers of the valley and 
approved by all. The remedy recommended 
invoives two plans; one, to increase the flow 
of water in the Upper Fox; and the other, 
cpvtomnieanty to husband the supply in Lake 

finnebago as the natural reservoir, dis- 
pensing it only as required by the actual need 
of navigation and manufacture. 

It recommends that a permanent increase 
in the volume of water from the Upper 
Fox be created by a diversion of a por- 
tion of the present flow of the Wiscon-<in 
River, either through the government canal 
at Portage ot a separate channel—Duck 
Creek below Portage being suggested. This 
flow from the Wisconsin into the Fox is to be 
governed by the exigencies of time and sea- 
sou. 

Such diversion of water from the Wisconsiu 
tothe Upper Fox River would increase tho 
navigability of that stream, thua utilizing to 
the iullest extent possible the government 
improvements which at great expense of 
money and labor have been created, while 
Lake Winnebago as the point of discharge 
would catch the increased flow and hoid it, 
as also the accumulation of water from fresh- 
ets until such time as the surplus should be 
needed for use of navigation or manufacture 
in the lower stream. 

The method which the memorial recom- 
mends for holding back the water in Lake 
Winnebago until it shall be needed for busi- 
ness uses in the Lower Fox is by a system of 
slush boards on the dams at Neenah and 
Menasha—these slush boards to be aiways 
and absolutely under the supervision of the 
government ecgineer, whose first obligation 
naturally will be adequately to serve the nav- 
igation interests of the river. 

These two plans constitute the gist of the 
memorial that wiil be submitted to the Gea- 
eral com unittee at Oshkosh for adoption. 

One of tne strong arguments of the me- 
morial is unless some method of increasing 
the water«upply such as is suggested above 
be adopted and ee adhered to, all 
the expensive itnprovefhents which the gov- 
ernment hus thus far made will become avsvu- 
lutely valueless, especially as to the Upper 
Fox River. .

A committee was alsa 
appointed to choose a Founder’s day as a 
holiday for the university. This will be 
either May 1% the day Mr. Rockefeller 
made his first gift to the university, or it will 
be Nov. 2, the day when he gave this gift, the 
largest one ever given to any college or uni- 
versity in the world, 

“Mr. Rockefeller had given before $4,425, - 
000. With the gift of today he has given a 
total of $7,425,000.’"" 

Cleveland, O., Nov. 2.—[Special.]}—The an- 
nouncement here tonight that John D. Rock- 
efeller had given $3,000,000 to the University 
of Chicago caused great surprise among the 
Standard Oil officials, with whom Mr. Rock- 
efeller is directly associated in business. 

Mr. Rockefeller is in New York, and no 
one here was informed as to the conditions 
of the gift. The presents of the multi-mill- 
ionaire in the past have been invariably for 
the advancement of the cause of learning, 
and especially for the equipment of the intel- 
lectual side of an institution, and not for 
the erection of buildings. Most of the Rock- 
efeller gifts have been to institutions out- 
side of Cleveland, and when it was learned 
tonight that $3,000,000 was to go to Chicago 
a prominent local capitalist exclaimed: 

“Why doesn’t Mr. Rockefeller equip a 
public library in Cleveland instead of sending 
$3,000,000 to Chicago?’’

ELECTRICITY HELPS OUT THE CABLE. 


To Be Used to Help Trains Through 
Van Buren Street Tunnel. 


used on the heavy trains of the Blue Island 
avenue cable during the rush hours morn- 
ing and evening. It consists of a combina- 
tion.of pushing and pulling, of electric and 
cable power. The grip car in front pulls on 
the train, while the electric motor car at the 
back pushes. : 

Ever since the opening of the West Van 
Buren street electric line the motor cars 
have been hitched to the Blue Island avenue 
and Halsted street cable trains, near Hal- 
sted street, and have been dragged by them 
through the Van Burén street tunnel and 
into the business distriet ofithe city. As soon 
as they were coupled to the cable train the 
trolley was thrown off, and the cable power 


from Halsted street to Clinton street is 
spanned by a trolley wire. 

Recently the increasing load on the*loop 
cable which carries the Blue Island avenue 
and Halsted street trains has necessitated 
some measure to lessen the strain. This 
cable is.so heavily used that its life is short- 
ened from e normal forty days to about 
seven. This’ wear is doubtless largely due 
to the use of steel shoes on the grips, the lat- 
ter being necessary to take a more firm 
hold of the cable on the heavy grades in the 
tunnel than could be obtained by the usual 
soft metal shoes. 

To ease the load on the loop the Van Buren 
street motor cars now use electric power as 
far as Clinton street, although coupled to 
the cable trains, and the novel sight is often 
to be seen of a motor car at the rear end ofa 
train pushing, while the grip car in front 
pulls ahead as usual. To aid in this, the trol- 
ley wire in the Van Buren street tunnel is 
already hung and merely needs connecting 
to the line on-Canal street. As soon as this 
is done, electricity will be ready to aid the 
cable trains from Halsted street to the east 
mouth of the Van Buren street tunnel.

BATTERY PRINCIPLE. 


Promise te Have Them in Use by May 1 
Next im the Territory in Which En- 
.glewood, Park Minor, Aubarn Park, 
and Grand Crossing Are Lotated=Phil- 
adelphia Syndicate Back of the Scheme 
Yerkes Is Said to Be Not in IiteOnly 
Three Such Lines in the World. 


Chicago, ahead ih everything else, will be 
the first city in this country in which an elec- 
tric street car line will be operated on the 
storage battery principle. Io the entige 
world there are only three such lines, and they 
are all in the suburbs of Paris, France. 

The line, or rather lines, to be so operated 
in Chicago will be in the territory covered by 
the franchises granted in 1893 to the Chica- 
go and Englewood company, and the promise 
now is fifty cars will be running by May 1 
next, The main line will start from the sta- 
tion of the Alley “L”’ at Sixty-third 
street and Verron avenue, run west to 
Halsted street and then south and southwest. 
Its rails will be laid in Sixty-third, Seventy- 
first, Sevehty-fifth, Seventy-ninth, One Hun- 
dred and Third, and One Hundred and 
Eleventh streets, Vernon, Vincennes, and 
South Chicago avenues, Loomis street and 
Vincennes road. , 

Its Englewood and Grand Crossing line will 
connect Englewood, Park Manor, Auburn 
Park, Brookline, Oakwoods Cemetery, and 
Grand Crossing, and its Washington Park line 
will reach Brainerd, Fernwood, Washington 
Heights, Morgan Park, Blue Island, Kensing- 
ton, West Pullman, Pullman, Roseland, and 
Mount Hépe, Greenwood anda Olivet Ceme- 
teries. Altogether there will be twenty-one 
miles of track inside the present city limits 
and twelve miies to the south and west.

system which will operate cars as cheaply and 
better than the trolley method, and has no 
fears about the success of its experiment. 

Line Operated in Paris. 
Oa the line between Paris and St. Denis, 
France, eleven miles of road are operated 
with twenty-five cars, each one weighing with 
a load of fifty passengers about fourteen tons. 
This line isan exceedingly difficult one with 
many sharp curves and numerous grades, 
some as heavy as one foot in filty, but the cars 
are easily run at the rate of twenty miles an 
‘hour, ‘and one changing of the battery will 
carry agar avout fifty miles. It has been

“INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The resignation of James A. Thomas, Southern 
General Agent of the German-American Insur- 
ance company of New York, has resulted in‘ con- 
siderable criticism of E. L. Allen, the newly- 
elected Vice-President of the company. Mr. Al- 
len was Western Manager of the Royal in Chicago 
until June of the present year, when he was chosen 
to sueceed Vice-President Silvey of the German- 
American. From the time Mr. Allen went to 
New York there have been sly digs at him from 
time to time in insurance papers. After the resig- 
nation of Mr. Thomas, which was said to be the 
result of a disagreement with Mr. Allen over the 
conduct of the department, there have been more 
hints, and one of the insurance papers printed a 
cartoon showing Mr. Allen in a chair much too 
large for him, labeled ‘‘German- American.’’ 
These attacks on Mr. Allen are not: well received 
in Chicago, where he has the reputation of being 
one of the best insurance men in the West. 

** « 


Fire losses for October have been comparatively 
heavy, figured on the basis of preceding months 
in the year. They are less, how ever, than for the 
corresponding month in 1894 and also less than 
for October, 1893. For the month of October just 
ended the total fire waste in the U hited States 
amounted to $14,735,962, as compared with $<, 
409,480 for the preceding month: Of the fire loenes 
during October a total of $6,985,000 is to be charged 
to those fires where the losses amounted to $100, - 
Fire losses of less than $100,000 con- 
tributed $7,750,962 to the tota] fire waste. From 
the various insurance offices there comes the same 
record of heavy losses as compared with previous 
months. More than a majority of the companies 
had losses in excess of those for the previous 
months, there being but one notable exception in 
the report of cage my in Chicago. This man- 
ager reports less than 20 per cent in losses as 
compared with premium receipts during the month 
ending on Thursday. 

“The year 1895 is likely to prove reasonably 
profitable to the majority of insurance companies.”’ 
said a manager yesterday. ‘‘While the year start- 
ed out with a number of heavy fires and while the 
waste has been far in excess of what it should 
have been, yet, I think the majority of companies 
will show a reasonable amount of profit as a result 
of the year’s business. Premium receipts have 
becn good up to the beginning of the summer 
months, when there was a ‘big drop in receipts. 
During October, however, receipts have been rea- 
sonably good, owing to the*increase in mercantile 
stocks and the consequent increase in the lines of 
insurance carried. So far as I have been able to 
learn’ merchants are in a fairly prosperous state, 
and so long as they are prosperous insurance com- 
panties are fairly certain to-do a good business. 
Whenever the mercantile and manufacturing busi- 
ness goes to nothing then the insurance business 
suffers. Lines are reduced and there is a conse- 
quent falling off in premiums, and then there is the 
added moral hazard which cuts so serious a figure 
with all comipanies. Last year the majority of the 
companies came out about even. The premium 
réceipts were about equal to the loss and expense 
ratio, and all that was lost was the time and in 
some cases the interest on the money invested. 
This year will, I think, be much better for the 
average run of companies than was the year 1894. 
We have escaped the heavy fires which swept over 
the timber States of the Northwest last year and 
destroyed many millions of dollars’ worth of 
property. Then, too, Chicago has been fortunate, 
and while there have been some losses which have 
cost the companies good round sums of money, 
there were no fires such as those of last year in 
the lumber district.”’

This 
company had quite a cliéntage in Dlinois, and 
those in that State with claims ugainst it. will be 
interested in the outcome of the hearing. One 
question that came up was the lability of policy- 
hoiders residing in States where the company was 
not admitted to do business to the assessment 
levied by the company, and whether, if they are 
not Hable, and their assessments cannot be col- 
lected, the policy-holders of the States where the 
company could legally do business should be as- 
sessed enough to make up the deficiency, or at 
least to the maximum allowed by the policies. 
The creditors of the company, who: want to col- 
lect for fire losses naturally hold that they should 
be so assessed. It was thought wise to ascertain 
what the laws and decisions of various States 
where the company did business have to say about 
the collectibility of assessments of non-admitte4 
mutual companies, and the auditor will cover that 
ground in his inquiries. 

The question of return premiums also came up, 
and whether an individual could be assessed on 
account of a loss occurring after he had received 
notice that his policy had been cancelled, the pro- 
rata part of the premium not having been re- 
turned. After a two-hours’ session the hearing 
‘was adjourned to next Saturday.

SENATOR MORGAN SAYS THIS COUN- 
TRY NEEDS THE ISLAND. 


Recognition of the Insurgents Means 
a Drawing of Uncle Sam’s Sword to 
Protect the Shipping of the Country 
~Cubans Shouid Be Taken Into the 
Union for Military  Purposes—Be- 
lieves Spain Would Be Willing te 
Get Rid of the Burden. 

Washington, D. C.,. Nov. 2.—[Special. ]— 
Senator John T. Morgan of Alabama talked 
freely this afternoon on the Cuban question, 
and as he is Chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations and will probably 
continuein that position, his utterances are 
important, Senator Morgan believes Cuba 
should be secured to the United States, not so 
much because of its com mercial as its military 
advantage, Senator Morgan said _ signifi- 
cantiy when asked about Cuban belligerency: 

“It may as well be understood that when 
we recognize Cuban belligerency we should 
draw the sword at the same time. Any recog- 
nition of belligerency on our part would re- 
sult in causing our merchant veasels to be 
subjected to searches, and there can be no 


doubt that such a state of affairs would sooner

to the United States acquiring Cuba or take 
any active part in the étruggle now going on 
in that island?’ 

“That witl depend upon whether she thinks 
she can make anything by it. She would not 
like todo anythmg that would result in an 
open rupture with the United States. Great 
Britain is in no position to use coercion or 
threats in her policy toward the United States. 
She bas resorted to a different policy in later 
years, and now seeks her ends by negotiation. 
She finds that a.liance and codperation is a 
better policy to use toward us. It works bet- 
ter now than the policy’she ured in 1812 and 
before and during the Revolutionary war. 
She has changed hor tactics. She has so many 
possessions near our coast that a war would 
be a great disaster to her, because, no matter 
how much our commerce or our cities might 
be injured by her navy, the conclusion of that 
war would see Canada and the islands off our 
eoast iu the hands of the United States,’’

Berthelot’s Appointment Furnishes the 
Greatest md fr

—The Bourgeois Cabinet is now definitely 
constituted. 

The great surprise was the appointment of 
Senator Berthelot as Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. M, Hanotaux refused to retain the 
portfolio, despite repeated offers, because he 
was unwilling to accept a modification of 
the Madagascar treaty, which he originally 
framed, 

The personal antipathy to Deputy Cav- 
aignac, the new Minister of War, is strength- 
eaed by M. Hanotaux’s decision. Several 
Generals threaten to resign on account of the 


appointment’ of Cavaignac, who is disiiked 


by military men because of his recent out- 
spoken criticism of the army and of the proj- 
ects of military reform. 

To Repeal Anti-Anarchist Law, 

The first act of the new Ministry will be to 
secure the repeal of the anti-Anarchist law 
passed during the panic that followed the as- 
sassination of President Carnot. This meas- 
ure has produced uniformly unsatisfactory 
results. Its chief effect was to provide the 
Socialists with a pretext for-the campaign 
which brought about the downfall of Presi- 
dent Casimir-Perier.

Sympathy for Eustis.

He decided to go at once, 
but his physician warned him that he 
would take his life in his hands and per- 
emptorily forbade him to leave his bed. The 
shock caused by the sudden tidings of his loss 
was severe and he was woree for a day or two, 
but today he is better and his convalescence 
is only a matter of time, His family is in 
Ireland, with the exception of his son, who ip 
taking Mrs. Eustis’ body to America for 
burial, The Embassy is under the charge of 
Heory Vignaud, Secretary of Legation. 

American Trade Improves. 

Merchants exporting French goods to the 
United States report a steady improvement 
in trade. During the last ten months there 
has been a marked increase in the exports of 
woolen, cotton, and silk goods, hosiery, 
gloves, and pottery. The largest gain is in 
woolens, and this is naturally attributed to 
the reduction of the tariff in favor of Euro- 
pean goods. . 

Exporters say they care less about changes 
in the American tariff than they do about the 
steadiness of the market and the absence of 
uncertainty in business conditions. 

In Mining Stocks, 

There has been great excitement, bordering 
at times ypon panic, in mining speculation 
this week. 

Two holidays have intervened to enable the 
leading operators to strengthen the London 
market, and possibly to prevent a collapse in 
Paris. When the exchange reopens on Mon- 
day some failures are looked for, but it is not 
believed any large houses will godown. The 
long deferred settiement must come some 


day, and the French speculators, loaded up 
with Turkish, Russian, and Spanish eecuri- 
ties, are not in as good condition to meet it as 


their London associates, with tne large oper:

Revival in English Politics.

It will doubtless be news to most 
of your readers that a man may be 
accused in France of any crime 
on unsworn testimony ; arrested absolutely at 
the pleasure of a magistrate, and that from 
the moment of his incarceration until tne 
magistrate finaily holds him over for trial no 
legal process can either get him out on bail 
ot even permit him access to his friends, to 
counsel, or to evidence against him. 

Last Resort to Gain Freedom.

OUR PLAG. 


{Written for The Tribune by Private Dalzell.] 

From the hour of enlistment till the hour 
of final discharge the flag grew upon us. 
Every moment revealed new glories and 
power in its silken folds. Montesquieu de- 
clares that nothing so moves the heart as a 
visible, tangible spectacle, the red blade of 
the avenging Roman, the impurpled body 
of Lucretia, the sight of the capitol. It 
swayed the Roman populace as the winds 
and tides move the sea. And so the sight of 
the banner of our country ever aroused all 
the patrietism within us and filled our hearts 
with new purposes and new eeiry rey un- 
dreamed before. An army without its ban- 
ners is like a body without its soul—a dead, 
cold thing at best. Somehow the music of 
the drums and the rolling billows of the flag 
and the movement of the troops went to- 
gether in one grand rhythm and panorama 
of patriotism. Lips and fingers modulated 
the music of fife and drum, but the sunlight 
and the passing breeze alone made the music 
of the flag. It rippled and flowed, and 
danced and waved, and streamed in brave 
determined lines, unfolding new pictures 
of grandeur and glory in every breath of air. 
I have watched it by the hour. Protean, 
Wonderful, a kaleidoscope of dazzling beau- 
ties, never the same for two seconds togéth- 
er. Transformed from cold, lifeless silk it 
became not only a thing of beauty and joy 
but very life itself. Its stars and stripes 
learned a language of their own and san 
the sweetest songs I ever heard as it flapp 
and rolled in the breeze. We learned to 
love the flag as if it were one of ourselves— 
the incarnation of all that was holy and 


j good, I’ve seen men kiss its tattered folds 


and die happy, as if their passing souls 
had received its benediction in the hour of 
battle. As shot and shell flew through its 
glorious stars it streamed on and on through 
smoke and fire, endowed as it were with im- 
mortality. Like the spirits in Milton it 
bore a charmed life which no hurtling mis- 
sile could ever kill. By day and night 
changeless as the love of God or the love of 
country, it marked the way that loyalty 
should march, and quailing never under 
any fire, though entering mouths of hell, 


the republic, an inspiration and a guide, 
that drew the armies after it for no other 
reason than it was “still there.’ ~ 

“Bring your colors back to the regiment!”’ 
shouted our Colonel at Piedmont to the Col- 
or Sergeant who had rushed up to the very 
front of the enemy’s destroying cannon, 
“Bring your regiment up to the colors,’’ 
,shouted back Sergt. Johnson, and the reg- 
iment unordered except by the wild flutter 
of the flag and its mute appeal to their horfor 
rushed in, over the enemy’s works, and the 
day was ours—another victory for the flag. 

It humbled the very clouds at Lookout 
Mountain, and its stars shone down on the 
dark trailing Masses as if a new constella- 
tion had been born in the heavens. It often 
fell under fire, but new and loving hands 
soon seized it and it never touched the 
ground but was up and on. O, how the boys 
in blue loved that flag. They fought with it 
and for it, and threw their lives away with 
a smile and a cheer for that dear old flag.: 
Their dearest companion in camp and 
march, their lives were nothing so the flag 
was safe: and the happiest hour of all their 
experience in the war for the Union was 
when it waved at last in triumph at Appo- 
mattox. 

After all that flag has done for us and been 
to us I would enter every house in the lané, 
and. in its most sacred room erect a cross and 
wrap the flag of my country around it. I 


that flag to its walls, where all the children 
might have it every day before their eyes 
and learn its lessons of patriotism. Ay, I 
would with unsandaled feet, wncoveéred 
head, and reverence enter even every tem- 
ple of religion the republic over, and where 
the cross of Christ is uplifted above holy al- 
tars I would unfurl the flag of my country, and 
with every hymn of praise and thanksgiv- 
ing to Almighty God I would dip its match- 
lesa colors.

STORY OF POOR BICHARD’S ALMANACK. 


How It Was Begun—Its Sudden Leap Into 
Popularity~Some Famous Sayings. 
‘*In December of the year 1732,” says 
Bigelow’s Life of Franklin, ‘*‘ Franklin com- 
meneved the publication of what he styled 
‘Poor Richard’s Almanack ’—price five pence. 
It attained an astonishing popularity, and at 
once. Three editions were sold within the 
mnonth of its appearance. The average:sa'e 
for twenty-five years was 10,000 a year. He 
was sometimes obliged to put it to press in 
October to get a supply of copies to the re- 
mote colonies by the beginning of the year.

One set of prognostic ators has | as ‘ood a 
reputation for truth and honesty as the 
other has.

PUNISH THE HOODLUMS. 

The residents of Aldine square, in the 
southern part of the city, have done ex- 
actly the proper thing in deciding to arrest 
every loafér who was -concerned in the 
Halloween vandalism in.that pretty little 
It is to be hoped they will be able 
to run down every boy afid girl engaged in 
this outrageous business and make an ex- 
ample of them to the extent of the law. 
The Halloween célebration is no excuse 
for malicious and wholesale destruction of 
property. 

The people in Aldine square have long 
had special pride in their pretty environ- 
ments, and have assessed themselves heay- 
ily to maintainit. Itisan ornament to that 
part of the city, like many other of the small 
parks in its vicinity, with its trees, neat 
lawns, and flower vases. They had a right 
to be indignant when they found it the 
next morning strewn with broken vases, 
defaced trees, and remnants of garbage 
boxes, and hundreds of dollars’ worth of 
damage done by hoodlums, male and fe- 
male, from adjacént streets. Malignant, 
spiteful mischief of this sort can have no ex- 
cuse. It is criminal in its nature, and de- 
serves severe punishment as a crime against 
peace and order and the security of prop- 
erty. 

The destruction at Aldine square was not 
the only instance of this kind on Hallow- 
een. Vandalism was rampant in many 
other places. Gates were not only taken 
off but destroyed. Fences were torn down 
and garbage boxes broken and then burned, 
windows were smashed, many houses were 
defaced with rotten eggs and vegetables, 
sidewalks were torh up, wagons standing in 
alleys were broken and some of them 
burned, and the streets were strewn in 
soine places with garbage, filth, and refuse 
of all sorts. Endurance of such outrages 
as these has ceased to be a virtue, and the 
people of Aldine square have set an exam- 
ple which should be followed all over the 
city. Destruction of this kind is going on 
more or less all the time. Encouraged by 
the absence of police interference the hood- 
lum element in this city is doing as it pleases, 
and it is time the miscreants were brought 
up with a ronnd turn, so.that it may be de- 
termined whether property-owners have any 
rights. Chief Badenoch should give his 
personal attention to the case. Much of 


‘this outrageous work is done within a 


stone’s throw of police stations, and yet no 
effort is madeto stop it. It is getting to be 
too much of a burden for popular patience. 
If the police do not interfere then property- 
owners soon will, and some one in that case 
will get hurt. Police prevention will be a 
less dangerous remedy, and property-own- 
ers are entitled to it.

against a resolution which contemplated the 
raising of more revenue for the city without 
burdening the taxpayers, and at the same 
time reducing the illegitimate and unlawful 
perquisites of corrupt Aldermen. 

. If the Corporation Counsel had been 
given a chance he would probably have told 
the Aldermen that while they are not 
obliged now to give a franchise to whoever 
offers| the most for it they have abundant 
power to give it to that individual if they are 
honest and not boodlers. When two street 
railway companies ask for the right of way 
on the same street the Council can demand 
a share of the gross receipts and give the 
franchise to the one which offers the largest 
share, If neither offers enough it can re- 
fuse to give -the franchise to either. 

It is not necessary for the Council to es- 
tablish any rules. If it were understood 
that of bona fide applicants for a franchise 
the one who gave the city treasury the most 
would get it, there would be lively compe- 
tition in many instances where there is none 
now, for at present whoever offers the Al- 
dermen the most gets the plum. 

So if the Aldermen had adopted the Mad- 
den resolution it would have been a dead 
letter unless a good many of them had a 
change of heart as to accepting bribes. As 
long as a majority of the Aldermen are 
boodlers they will not make honest use of 
the powers they have, nor will they make 
an effort to have the Legislature tie their 
hands from levying blackmail on corpora- 
tions, If there were a majority of honest 
Aldermen the law would be sufficient as’it 
is, Therefore the way to accomplish re- 
sults is for the voters of the wards to elect 
honest Aldermen... The Council will not re- 
form itself. The voters alone can reform it. 
When will they be ready to do it? 


LAND-SINKING AND LAND-MAKING 

The earthquake of last Wednesday, 
which appears to have been due at least in 
part to the subsidence of a large area of 
land in the Indiana natural gas region, adds 
interest to recent reports that the land is 
sinking along the Gulf of Mexico, and par- 
ticularly so near the mouths of the Missis- 
sippi. Maj. Quinn of the United States 
Engineer Corps has given to the New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat a statement of the 
facts, as far as ascertained, and not the 
least interesting of these is that the ob- 
served change of level is due to a falling of 
the land, not to a rising of the water. 

The rate of change on the gulf coast is so 
rapid, in comparison with what is observed 
elsewhere, that it might be feared the low- 
lands of Louisiana soon will disappear 
below the ocean level but for the fact that 
the rate necessarily is diminishing and has 
a limit from the conditions. In other parts 
of the world the relative lowering is mostly 
due to the washing away of the soil by 
rains which pound on the surface with an 
aggregate force of many millions of tons 
annually, and the resulting streams carry 
the silt and-detritus into thegocean. But 
on the Louisiana coast the chief cause of 
the land subsiding is its solidification. The 
soil was formed by deposits from the Mis- 
sissippi, brought down from areas nearer 
the sources of the river system, and re-

| boring houses. There could have been no 


stronger proof of the lightness of the soil 
and of the fact that New Orleans is built 
on a huge sponge saturated with water, 
which shrinks into much smaller dimen- 
sions when the water is squeezed out of it. 
The street level of that city must sink con- 
siderably further as a consequence of the 
better drainage demanded by sanitary eon- 
ditions in the near future. 

The “land” at the mouths of the Mis- 
sissippi is of this character, “ only more so.” 
It has not been so much squeezed and has 
to suffer more shrinkage by pressure in 
years to come. But also it will gain ma- 
terial from fresh deposits made by ‘the 
water, though the accretions become less 
as the altitude increases. The character 
of the soil thus explains the sinking of the 
gulf shote level, but also indicates that the 
process will have a limit stopping it far 
short of the destructive stage. The land 
there as a whole is being formed instead of 
swept away. 

The action of the air and water tend toa 
continuous degradation of continental and 
island masses, and geologists have calcu- 
lated, within rather wide limits of probable 
error, the time when all the land would be 
washed down to the ocean level if there 
were no restorative processes at work to 
push up land masses above the present sur- 
face. That is the use of volcanic disturb- 
ances and of the lateral shrinkings of the 
earth’s “ crust,”’ which wrinkle it into folds, 
throwing up mountain masses at the cost of 
earthquake shocks to the inhabitants of our 
planet. But itis easy to understand that 
as the earth becomes cooler these restora- 
tive processes become less frequent and e@x- 
tensive, while there is no corresponding 
diminution of the forces which cut down 
the land. So humanity may look forward 
to the time, millions of years in the future, 
when there will be few or no land masses 
rising above the surface of the ocean, and 
the men and women will have to accommo- 
date themselves to existence in the water, 
much as the whales have done, or cease to 
exist at all. Undoubtedly. the first living 
organisms were formed in the ocean, many 
ages before any land animals appeared, 
and geology points to the conclnsion that 
the later phases of organized existence on 
our planet will be even as the beginning. 
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POLITICAL CLUBS AND CIVIL SERVICE. 
The civil service act provides that— 


No officer or employé of the city shall solicit, | 


orally or by letter, or receive or pay, or be in any 
manner concerned in soliciting, receiving, or pay- 
ing, any assessment, subscription, or contribution 
for any party or political purpose whatever. 

The City Civil Service Commission hag 
made the following ruling: 

A city employé in the classified service was 
asked to pay his dues in a political club (9 Repub- 
lican marching club), the qhestion being whether, 
under the civil service law, he could legally be 
asked for or could make such payment. The com- 
mission decided in the case as presented, the man 
having been a member of the club before the law 
went into effect, and the indebtedness having 
been already incurred, the dues should be paid, 
but that, in the judgment of the commission, if 
the person in question desired to remain in the 
service he should resign his membership in the 
club. In other words, membership in a club or 
organization, if for political purposes, cannot be 
used as a means of evading the plain provisions 
of the law. 

-If this ruling is enforced rigidly all city 
employés who are members of a ward club 
where dues are paid, though they be only 
25 cents a’ month, will have to dissolve their 
connection with the club or with the city. 

It is doubtful whether it was the expecta- 
tion of the framers of the law that it should 
be carried quite as far as this. It is proba- 
ble that when the members of the Legis- 
lature forbade the payment of. assessments, 
subscriptions, and contributions they had 
in mind only those special, irregular de- 
mands which have been made on employés 
along about election time and which they 
have complied with out of fear of being dis- 
charged. It is not likely that the Legis- 
lature meant to say that city employés must 
not belong to a marching club, or must not 
unite with others in paying the rent of a 
room in which to listen to political speeches. 

Nor is it likely that membership in a po- 
litical club would be used as a means of 
evading the provisions of the civil service 
law. No employé can be forced to join one. 
He cannot be dismissed for refusing to do 
so. If an attempt is made to punish him 
for his refusal the commission will protect 
him. He cannot be discharged or,reduced 
without its concurrence. wie joins~a 
club and pays dues it willbe 6f his own free 
will, and it will be nobody’s business but 
his own. 

Thus this ruling does not seem to be need- 
ed for the purpose of protecting the em- 
ployés from the ward bosses who have been 
in the habit of levying assessments on per- 
sons in the city employment. If an em- 
ployé were a member of a ward club and 
had been in the habit of paying small dnes 
monthly or yearly, and an attempt were 
made to charge him more than other mem- 
bers were charged, and thus assess him, he 
would simply quit the club. 

Nevertheless, it is not likely that many of 
the city employés who belong to clubs where 
the payment of dues is required will grum- 
ble much over this ruling. If they have to 
choose between the clubs and municipal 
employment, they will choose the latter. 
There was a time when membership of such 
organizations hoisted men into office. Each 
club which got “recognition” had a certain 
number of offices allotted to it, to be divided 
among its members, without any regard to 
personal qualifications or fitness. Civil servy- 
ice reform has done away with that abuse, 
and even those present employés who got 
their offices by reason of their club member- 
ship have lost much of their interest in those 
organizations, since they now hold by the 
tenure of good conduct and capability to 
perform their duty. 


DURRANT’S CONVICTION. 

The wretch Durrant has at last been con- 
victed of murder in San Francisco, and his 
trial demonstrates what has often been said 
that sometimes there is no more powerful 
testimony than the circumstantial. This 
man’s crime has only been equaled by those 
charged against Holmes, but it was crime 
with a different motive. Holmes murdered 
for the purpose of securing money and prop- 
erty. Durrant murdered for the purpose of 
coneealing the results of gratifying his 
bestial passions. He violated the persons 
of his two victims and then to conceal this 

committed the additional crime of 
eagle: He lured his first victim into a 
‘thureh, raped her, and then hid her body 
in the belfry. Twoeweeks later he violated 
his second victim in‘the same church, but he 
had not time to hide her body after he had 
murdered her and it wasfound. He sought 
to cover up his tracks and failed. He was 
arrested ‘and brought to trial. He sought 
to prove an alibi and that failed. Byery 
plea of defense that he made broke 
down and he was convicted.

RELATION OF EMPLOYERS TO EMPLOYED. 
It generally is agreed. upon by close 


students of political economy, and so taught. 


by all the great writers on the subject, that 
the interests of employers of labor and of 
the toilers who work for them run in 
parallel lines, even if not identical. If the 
employer does not prosper he cannot afford 
to hire a large number of workers and can- 
not pay them good wages. And employers 
as a class compete with each other fully as 
much atid as sharply as the toilers can do, 
so that while they may have to pinch on 
wages in dull times they are vitally inter- 
ested in having able, energetic men to work 
for them when such will yield them a profit 
and the employé whose services are worth 
having is wanted at good wages. 

An understanding of his business, and 
possession of the capital and other facilities 
necessary to conduct it, is of no use to the 
employer unless he can find a paying mar- 
ket for the produets of his shop or factory. 
He cannot afford to operate his works at a 
loss, paying out more money than he takes 
in, and hardly dares to keep on buying raw 
material and paying for labor unless he has 
a reasonable prospect of selling his goods 
at a profit. Hence, anything that tends to 
disturb the market to the extent of lessen- 
ing the demand injures the employer, and 
through him damages the wage-earners. 
A slackening of the demand means more 
goods on the market than can be sold with- 
out loss. The persons who have them to 
sell compete among each other for cus- 
tomers, offering their wares at lower figures 
in order to invite purchasing. Then the 
manufacturer must produce at less cost 
than before or cease to produce at all till 
the demand improves. He is obliged to 
offer less for raw material, and labor, and 
transportation, and if they will not aecept 
the reductions he must “shut up shop” 
and discharge his men, for there is no more 
right or power in the community to compel 
an employer to operate at a loss than to 
make the workingman toil without wages. 

All the trades unions in the world, if 
pulling all together, could not do it. Hence 
the evident folly of strikes on a falling 
market intended to force the employer to 
pay higher wages than will allow him to 
realize a sufficient profit to remunerate 


him for his time and trouble and enable 


him to pay interest on the use of the capital 
engaged in the business after having satis- 
fied the demands of the tax-gatherer, in- 
surance and repairs, the seller of the’ raw 
material, and of the wages of those who 
work for him at stated wages. 

The statistics recently compiled by the 
United States Commissioner of Labor 
speak volumes on this subject. They show 
that the persons who engaged in strikes in 
this country during a series of years lost 
thereby more than twice as much as their 
employers did. Evidently the cases in 
which they carried their point were those 
in which the employing class could afford 
to pay the wages demanded, and it is fair 
to infer that in nearly all of them the point 
asked for might have been attained Without 
resort to the costly experiences of a strike. 
In all the other instances it was simply im- 
possible to grant the demand, because to 
nominally concede it would have involved 
the closing of the establishment and the 
discharge of the workers through inability 
to sell the products of labor at the enhanced 
cost necessary to pay the higher wages de- 
manded by the sttikers. 

If the labor agitators who lecture the 
workingmen on the supposed “rights of 
labor’ against employers, and try to make 
them believe the employers are their nat- 
ural enemies, to be fought and beaten at all 
hazards and under every possible condi- 
tion, would consider these things they 
would be less mischieyous than they are 
now. They would even benefit instead of 
injuring those who listen to them, if they 


would endeavor to lead the “hands” to un- | 


derstand the true relation of the two classes. 
The workers would then see it would be to 
their own interest not to try to cripple 
their employers, and would comprehend the 
fact that one of the very best ways in which 


they could sustain the labor market would 


be to avoid and frown on the senseless agi- 
tations which tend to unsettle confidence 
in the market for the products of labor. It 
should not need much brain exertion, if 
rightly directed, to see in the conditions of 
the last two and a half years a frightful ex- 
ample of the results of unsettling confi- 
dence in the value of the products of labor, 
and therefore in the value of labor itself, 
since the labor is worth no more than the re- 
sult of its employment will sell for. 

It might be of especial value to-reflect a 
little on these conditions at the present time, 
when the volume of business and market 


prices seem to be threatened with a-check, 


and when labor agitation might be un- 
usually disastrous by again lessening the 
demand for consumption, thus throwing 
many thousands of toilers out of employ- 
ment,

IN REAL ESTATE MARKET 


LAND TITLE SYSTEM TO BE VOTED 
FOR ON NEXT TUESDAY, 


The Transfer ef Real Estate Will Be 
Greatly Simplified, if Adopted, and 
the Expense Will Be Much Lighter— 
In Use in Denmark for Practically 
200 Years—Opinions of Lawyers— 
Important Electric Line Extensions 
to the West and South. 


__ At the election on Tuesday voters of Cook 


County will have the opportunity of express- 
ing themselves on the land title system. 
The act was passed at the last Legislature 
authorizing the adoption of this system in 
such counties of the State as the voters of 
the county should elect. 

It was not the intention to have the ques- 
tion come up in Cook County before the 
voters until the fall of 1896, but the election 
for Judges and for other officers permitted 
the County Commissioners to include the 
AS 
a result the voters of the county must de- 
termine on Tuesday whether they desire this 
System in effect. Almost all who have 
studied the question are in favor of the adop- 
tion of the measure. 

It is argued that tax titles will be greatly 
simplified and that this will not bé at the 
expense of accuracy and that it will not in- 
flict any hardships upon any owner of real 
estate. It will simplify the transfer of real 
estate to such an extent that the present 
cumbersome and expensive system of secur- 
ing abstracts for the tle of all- property 
which is to be transferred can be done away 
with. The Torrens system is not new in the 
registration of land titles. It has been used 
in Australia for several years and practical- 
ly the same system has been in use in Den- 
mark for nearly 200 years and in Bohemia 
for more than 100 years. Wherever it has 


been tried the universal verdict seems to be 


that it is successful. 

The Torrens system measure was pro- 
posed and carried through the Legislature 
by the Chicago Real Estate Board. The 
committee from this. board presented a blil 
at the last session of the Legislature and 
worked long and hard for its adoption. It 
was finaly adopted and then the work of 
educating the voters as to its merits was 
undertaken. The members of the old com- 
gmittee and a number of other real estate 
‘men were put on the new committee and a 
campaign of education was begun, which is 
now over. This committee has met with 
even greater success than was anticipated. 


What Lawyers Think of It. 


Almost every one approached on the sub- 
ject has expressed sympathy with the plan, 
and but little opposition has developed. The 
following is the opinion of some of the best 
known members of the bar in Chicago re- 
garding the measure: 

“We, the undersigned members of the Chi- 
cago bar, believing that there is a necessity 
for more simple, safe, expeditious, and inex- 
pensive method of transferring land titles 
than that now in use, and rece@gnizing that 
the Torrens land title system is in the right 
direction, favor a fair and impartial trial of 
that system as provided in the ‘act concern- 
ing land titles’ passed by the last General 
Assembly.”

Development in outlying property has been 
particularly good of late. New electric lines 
have been and are‘now being built tapping 
sections of the city and the outlying suburbs 
which had been heretofore tnsufficient in 
transportation’ facilities. In no part of the 
city and suburbs has the development been 
so rapid and so far reaching in the way of 
electric lines as to the west and northwest. 
Hundreds of miles of new lines have been 
laid or old horse car lines transformed into 
electric lines in the North and West Di- 
visions pf the city during the last twelve 
months. This hus by no means come to an 
end, however, and two entirely new systems 
are soon to be inaugurated tapping the sub- 
urban towns lying to the west and southwest 
of the city uvimits. 

Money for La Grange Extension. 

The suburban electric railway has finally 
secured its right of way from the city limits 
west through the Townships of Cicero and 
Proviso to Riverside, and on to La Grange. 
This company, which ts supposed to be 
backed by-men who are interested in the 
Metropolitan ‘‘L,’’ will begin the work of 
construction at once. C. 8. Leeds, who has 
been the active man in securing the right of 
way, and who is President of the Construc- 
tion company which will have the contract 
for building the line, is now in New York ar- 
ranging for the money which will be needed 


eration as fdras Riverside by Junel. There 
will be built at once fifteen miles of double 
track, and within a year twenty miles will 
be in operation. The plans of the company 
are a departure from the plans usually fol- 
lowed in the building of electric lines. This 
road is to be practically an electric railroad 
instead of a street car line. It expects to 
run for a great portion of the distance over 
its own right of. way, to have its own bridges 
across streams and across railroad tracks on 
viaducts. This will enable it to make fast 
time. The cars are to be large and heavy 
ones, and each one is to be equipped with 
two fifty horse-power motors. Theroad will 
run through Berwyn, La Grange, Harlem, 
Riverside, Grossdale, La Grange Park, and 
La Grange,and willtap Austin and Oak Park. 
Direct connection is to be made with the 
Metropolitan and the Lake Street “L” by 
means of elevated ways, which will land pas- 
sengers on the same platforms with the ele- 
vated trains. A low fare and quick time, 
with trains at frequent intervais, are ex- 
ect of transforming the 
section through which it passes. There has 
already been an increase in inquiries for 
property in that section, and a still further 
increase is considered the probability as 
soon as active work is begun on the line. 
The Ogden Electric company, which is :a 
part of the Yerkes system, is also preparing 
to actively enter the field. This company 
is now putting in a new line through the 
southern part of Cicero, running south on 
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000, of which $70,000 was cash and the re- 


maining $300,000 is due on or before five 
years at a rate of 5. per cent a year. A. J. 
Averell, who has been agent for Mr. Hissey 
in Chicago for many years, said yesterday 
the terms as given are correct. He said fur- 
ther this property had been on the market 
for the last three years for $1,000 a front 
foot, or $378,000 for the holding. It was of- 
fered to Marshall Field, to C. H. McCormick, 
to Thomas Murdoch, and to others of this 
city, but no offer of that amount could be 
had. After Mr. Canfield had made him his 
offer of $370,000, Mr. Averell says Marshall 
Field made him an offer of the same amount 
in cash for the property, but would pay no 
more. Telegrams were sent to New York 
papers saying the price paid was $1,745,160, 
or nearly five times what was really paid:

Since their ancient monarchy, which 
had suffered severely in the long and deso- 
lating wars between the Roman and Persian 
empires from, the third to the seventh cent- 
ury of our era, was finally destroyed by the 
Seljukian Turks, a large part of the race has 
been forced to migrate from its ancient seats 
at the headwaters of the Euphrates, Tigris, 
and Aras. Some of them went southwest 
to the mountain fastnesses of Cilicia, where 
another Armenian kingdom grew up in the 
twelfth century. Others drifted into Persia. 
Others moved northeastward, and now form 
a large, industrious, and prosperous popula- 
tion in Russian Transcaucasia, where many 
have entered the military or civil service of 
the Czar, and risen, as the Armenians used 
to rise long ago in the Byzantine Empire, to 
posts of distinction and power.

Of course it 
means that in them reason and observation 
are weak; that they act. impulsively, but are 
not ableto keeépup a clear and: sustained 
activity. ‘Thetefore this. soul is not as great 
as it might be, because it does not ne exer- 
cise two of its greatest powers, and it falls 
correspondingly short of its normal power of 
attraction. The third class of unattractive 
people is that of those who are great only in 
emergencies, therefore only in emergencies 
are they attractive, It is perfectly clear that 
all of these deficient souls can build up and 
conquer their deficiencies. 


The Danger of Pride. 


We are fortunately so constituted that nor- 
maliy we admire those persons who are 
strong where we are weak.

Perhaps for apparently lov.- 
able reasons they have practiced pretense—to 
conceal the family skeieton, to avoid broils, 
to keep from “hurting another’s feelings, to 
overcome a quick temper by repression of ali 
outer signs—for good reasons, they think, 
they have become indirect, insincere. What 
an utter mistake itis! Whiie they may suc- 
ceed in attaining the immediate object for 
which they dissemble, they doso at the cust 
of all genuine power; like Esau they sell 
their birthright fora mess of pottage. The 
tone of their voice betrays them, and true 
souls heed the danger signa! and recede from 
them. The glance of their eye, even in mo- 
ments of would-be frankness, is void of mag-' 
netism; the attitude of their bodies repeis 
equally whether they be straight or crooked, 
full-chested aud proud, or drooping and de- 
spondent. From every line a warning is 
voiced—here is an insincefe soul! Beware! 
The reason why insincerity is so utterly de- 
void of attractiveness is because the assump- 


tion, whatever it may be, whatever its motive, 


is a barrier between that soul and every other. 
Itis held away by its pretense ftom that 
which would make it richer and nobler; it 
lives in an unrea) world, millions of spiritual 
miles away from straightforward souis. 
Timidity is another enemy of attractive- 
ness. It is so because fear is a repelling force, 
the reverse of loye, which is the conjoining 
force. It,makes little difference whether we 
fear our own powers, or fear the reception of 
our overtures by another. In either case we 
are put faraway from the one whoin we may 
wish to attract. When we distrust ourselves 
itis as if we spiritually receded from all 
others; when we fear them it is as if we thrust 
them-from us. Timidity does not belong to 
the trustful and seemg mind. It is as wrong 
to distrust ourselves as to aistrust others, for 
we are not something apart from the rest of 
the world, and must not so conceive, our- 
selves; the same Jaw of justice is over us and 
all others; we tmust treat ourselves neither 
better nor worse than our neighbors, but as 
our neighbors; weare not our own, and we 
Owe it to the source of our being to honor his 
work. itis wrong to fear others, for if they 
are righteous there is certainly nothing to 
fear; andif they are not righteous and we 
are, we have ail righteousness upon our side, 
and they have cause to fear us; if we, too, 
are unrighteous, then we should fear that, not 
another man. Dante makes Beatrice say 
when asked if she does not fear the horrors 
of hell, which she has visited to save him: 
** There is nothing to fear but wrong-doing,”’

Sadly enongh vicious men often have this 
power; a burly, hearty sinner is a much 
more attractive object than a deprecatmng 
saint; but itis not his sin which is so allur. 
ing, itis his virtues; his *' big -heart,’’ his 
courage, his straightforwardness, his sincere 
welcoming of our offered friendliness; or it 
is his sy Matas 8 his many-sidedness, the one 
or two things Which he does so well as to 
chatienge our admiration; his vice, unac- 
compauied “by these attractive qualities, 
would not attract, it would repel; and when 
it grows to such proportions as to absorb his 
better nature, as Mr, Hyde did Dr. Jekyll, we 
call him a “wreck ’’ and turn from him with 
loathing.

a Sun reporter boarded her he found that 
one of the most important members of its 
crew—that is to say the cook-—-was none 
other than a lineal descendant in the male 
line of the great Daniel Defoe. | Although 
serving as cook, the young man was really 
ah apprentice, with six months more 
to serve before he would be out of his time; 
but the Captain had “shipped a steward who 
was no good,” to quote young Defoe’s words, 
“and so I’m trying it.”” It is worth record- 
ing, too, that the, ship’s mate voluntarily 
testified of Defoe as a cook, “‘a right good 
fist at it he is,’’ 

Cook Defoe was at that time 19 years old. 
Unlike his famous ancestor, who was 
swarthy, he is of light complexion and has 
blue eyes. In telling of his youth he said: 

“I was born in Chelmsford and lived there 
until I received a presentation to the oid 
Bluecoat School in London. This'was given 
to me on account of my name by Sir John 
Whitaker, Lord Mayor of London. It is a 
famous school, founded 200 years ago, and is 
attended by many of the bloody young 
swells of England, I staid there five years; 
it didn’t cost me a cent and 4 fine time! had 
there. When I left I was apprenticed to a 
grocery shop and staid there a month, but 
couldn’t stand it, so I went to sea. When 
my time is up I will go ashore and stay 
there. There is no strain of sailor hjood in 
my family that I Know of. My grandfather 
was a sea Captain, but he was the only one 
that followed the sea except myself.” 

When he was seen here he Was a well- 
mannered youth, entirely devoid of sailor 
swagger, and so modest about his ancestry 
that only his special chum in all the crew of 
the Priorhill knew that he had descended 
from the great writer whose story of ‘‘Rob- 
inson Crusoe” they had all read. |

Farny’s picture of ’ 
the Valley of the Shadow’”’ is one of the Pe 
subject pictures in the collection and one of 
the most finished. Farny’s Indians are real 
Indians, and he puts them into a real West- 
ern landscape, with the result that one feels 
his truthfulness and a great pleasure in his 
artistic realization of it. De Cost Smith isa 
little more dramatic, but no more effective. 
His color is rich and his handling free and 
bold: still one feels in his work the tech- 
nician more than the story-teller. ‘“‘In the 
West,”’ by R. Lorenz of Milwaukee, is an- 
other picture of incident. It is well done. 
the cowboy to the right particularly ‘so, and 
the horses well drawn and painted. This 
picture is an improvement over the artist’s 
work last year and bears out the hopes ex- 
pressed then that his work showed great 
promise and originality.

The Lincoln Bina at Springfield, built at 
the expense of over $300,000, is in a lamenta- 
ble condition.

Mathias Duval and Ed Currier, and during 
the last year he has arted as dissector and 
assistant to them at the regular course of 
lectures given at the school in addition to 
his study of painting!and drawing under 
Jean-Paul Laurens and Benjamin-Constant 
at the Académie Julian, where he has won 
honorable mentions for drawing and com- 
position. 

Previous to his sojourn in Paris Mr. Shober 
was a pupil of the Royal Academy of Berlin 
under the tuition of | Profs. Anton von 
Werner, the historical painter, Virchow, and 
Scarbina. Here also he made a specialty of 
artistic anatomy. Even before leaving Chi- 
cago he paid particular attention to this 
study, not so much for the purpose of becom- 
ing an instructor in this: branch of art study 
as for the reason that he believed it to be of 
primary importance to a painter of figures 
and animals. 

During the last summer he conducted a 
series of lectures on anatomy in connection 
with the art classes of the American painter, 
Edwin Scott, at St. Brienc in Finistere. 
This Winter he will attend the course of 
lectures at the Royal Academy of London, 
delivered by Dr. William Anderson, through 
the courtesy of whom he thas been accorded 
a professor’s ticket: 

In commenting on the winning of the medal 
by Mr. Shober the Journal des Artistes of 
Paris says: 

“*‘We are pleased to congratulate the young 
American artist, for whom a brilliant future 
is undoubtedly reserved, upon this distinc- 
tion, Which permits us to predict -a success 
which is an honor to the French schools as 
well as to M.Richard Shober.”’ 

The é¢examination which Mr. Shober under- 
went in the competition for this medal was 
especially severe. Part of it consisted of a 
drawing from memory of the bones and 
muscles of the thigh and leg, executed under 
surveillance in the space of two hours’ time. 
The remainder of the examination consisted 
of oval demonstrations, accompanied with 
drawings on a blackboard before a com- 
mission of professors. In spite of the fact 
that this was conducted in French and he 
was consequently placed at a disadvantage, 
as his competitors were all Frenchmen, he 
received the applaus¢ and compliments of 
the commission. 

* + *

Elected a Deputy. 


The populace still acclaim him wherever 
he appears; and he is elected Deputy for the 
Department of the Aisné by a sweeping ma- 
jority. The government replies by court- 
martialing him and expelling him from the 


army. 

But the masses still reply hotly in his fa- 
vor. Tht Department of the Dordogne fol- 
lows the example of Aisné, and the De- 
partment of the Loire gives him an even big- 
ger majority than any he has yet got-he 
has been elected by 100,000 more votes than 
the Ministerial candidate. 

When Boulanger made his first speech he 
was interrupted from the beginning to the 
end: and even so warm an admirer of his.as 
La Belle Meuniére is obliged to confess that 
it was a r performance. 

While all France is watching him, while 
millions are looking to him as the Savior or 
the dictator, he rushes back to the Hdtel 
des Marroniers at Royat and treats himself 
to some more Ways of secret philandering. 
Meantime not only is the police spy, but the 
interviewer, On his track. All kinds of 'ru- 
mors are current to explain hig sudden dis- 
appearance. He is said to be in Italy, in 
Spain, in England; he is engaged in a big 
conspiracy: and he is preparing a ceup 
d'état. And all the time he is quietly sitting 
in the room of La Belle Menniére with 
Mme. de Bonnemain. The lady, poor creat- 
ure, is now suffering, agonies of terror and 
suspense; she has a good social position and, 
up to this moment, a good reputation; but 
the imprudence and impatience of her lover 
forget all precautions, and one day she 
faints at table as she picks up a newspaper 
and finds that their place of refuge has 
found its way into the press, and that it 
is known that Boulanger has a female com- 
panion. . 

Her Sacrifice in Vain, 


Indeed, one of the saddest parts of this 
story is the manner in which the woman sac- 
rifices herself in the wild passion of the man; 
and ewen sadder than this is the discovery 
she kes in the end that the sacrifice has 
been In vain—in vain for him, for it has not 
saved him—in vain for her, because his ad- 
herents all look on her as the cause of his 
downfall, and as having sacrificed him to the 
selfishness of her love. 

There are several letters in this*volume 
addressed. by Mme. de Bonnemajn to La 
Belle ‘Meuniére in which the lady begs the 
hotelkeeper to refuse the rooms in her, hotel 
for s@me reason or other—always with a 
view jof keeping Boulanger from those wild 
. excursions which interfered so terribly with 
his political prospects. 

Events now march rapidly, until in the 
beginning of January, 1889, Boulanger wins 
the greatest of all his victories. It was in 
t month that the famous election took 
place'in Paris when Boulanger was opposed 
by M. Jacques, representing all the strength 
and resources of the government. As every- 
body knows, Boulanger won the election by 
the immense number of 220,000 votes against 
162,000 given for his adversary. 

That was the greatest of all nights in the 
life of Boulanger;’ and that was the night 
-when—as most pedple thought then, and 
think now—he might by a bold and easy 
coup d’état have taken possession of su- 
preme power. 

Misses His One Chance. 


It may be remembered that Boulanger 
awaited the result of the election in a res- 
taurant in the Place de la Madeleine. Thither 
came nearly all the population-of Paris— 
the vast majority overwhelmingly and wild- 
ly Boulangist—waiting only the word to be- 
gin and to end the revolution. 

“All that was necessary for him was to put 
on his uniform so as to be recognized, to 
show himself, and allow himself to be car- 
ried along in the arms-fat were stretched 
out towards hime7f an instant an im- 
mense procession would: have been formed; 
the League of Paris, devoted body and soul 
to his cause, would have placed itself at the 
head, and all the people of Paris would have 
followed, mad with enthusiasm, and ad- 
vance in such a way that no army in the 
world would have been able to resist. He 
would have entered the Elysée without 
striking a blow, without shedding a drop of 
blood. He would have been able to have 
slept there that night, have issued his procla- 
mation, and have announced to the péople 
of France the advent of the new régime— 
Friends, it appéars, 
pressed, implored him to act. He would lis- 
ten to none ofthem. The moment the result 
of the vote was definitely known he fled in 
a carriage, rushing from ovations. Now, 
since at this time one is not able to blame his 
friends who then had siffficient influence 
over him to pfevent him from doing what 
his personal interest cried out for him to 
hasten forward with, and what all France 
would have ratified next day by a crushing 
majority, ‘Who was it?’ I ask. ‘She? O, 
mon Dieu! let me not dwell on the thought.’ ”’ 

Thus closes the first installment of an 
able review of this remarkable book.

In this overbusy time, when commerce and 
society have placed themselves under the 
patronage of St. Vitus, when the deyil pur- 
sues us with the keen prod of competition, 
wheh the hours of work are long and many, 
when the chances of financial failure range 
themselves in grim lines between which the 
merchant must run a gantlet every week, 
when we are all hurried and worried, the 
parson may properly be grateful that so 
many men appear at church. It is a) matter 
for encouragement. 

Zebedee was absent not because/he is a 
worse sinner than his wife and children, but 
because he is the slave of the two despots 
who possess this modern world—ele¢ctricity 
and steam. The conditions of. our present 
living are against church attendance. 

it must be confessed, however, on the part 
of Zebedee that he is quite cheerfully re- 
Signed to this slavery. He enjoys/it. His 
chains are made of the metal which is used 
in mints, and he likes to hear them clink. 
Zebedee would be a saint indeed if he were 
not affected by the bustling, superficial, and 
material life in the midst of which he lives.

New York Herald: ‘I don’t see,’ said the 
man who was leaning against the drug store 
counter, ‘“‘why a doctor can’t write|prescrip- 
tions in English, instead of Latin.) Suppose 
I need some whisky on oue of thepe Roose- 
velt Sundays. Suppose my system absolute- 
ly requires whisky; that my health and fut- 
ure usefulness to society depends upon it. 
Well, I go to my doctor and get a prescrip- 
tion. It calls for spiritus frumenti. Now, 
that ain’t what' I want. I want whisky. 
Why can’t he come out flat-footed and say 
so? But I suppose he thinks that would be 
giving the game away. I suppose he would 
rather I’d take his wisdom with & grain of 
chloride sodium than with a grain of salt. 
Isn’t that it?” | 

The druggist smiled and said: “You've got 
the same idea most people have. You think, 
I suppose, that the doctor writes his pre- 
scription in Latin $0 it can’t be read so 
easily—so the layman can’t steal his trade 
and iearn what he is giving him. But that’s 
all’ wrong. In the first place, Latin is a 
more exact and concise language, does not 
change, as all living languages do, 


“Then, again, since a very large|part ofall | 


the drugs in use are botanical, they have in 
the pharmacopwia the same names that 
they have in botany—the scientific names. 
Two-thirds of such drugs haven’t any En- 
glish names, and so couldn’t be written ir 
English. | 

“But suppose a doctor did write a prescrip- 
tion in English for an uneducated patient. 
The patient reads it,.thinks he. remembers 
it, and so tries to get it filled from memory 
a second time. Suppose, for instance, it 
called for iodide of potassium and he got it 
confused with cyanide of potassium. He 
could safely take ten grains of the first, but 
one grain of the sgcond would kill him as 
dead as a mackerel. That’s an exaggerated 
case, but it ‘will serve for an illustration. 
Don’t you see how the Latin is a protection 
and a safeguard to the patient? Prescrip- 
tions in Latin he can’t read, and consequent- 
ly does not try to remember. 

‘‘Now for the final reasoh:. . Latin is a lan- 
guage that is used by scientific men the 
world over, and no other language is. You 
can get a Latin prescription filled in any 
country on the face of the earth where there 
is a drug store. We hada prescription come 
in here the other day which we had put up 
originally,and which had since been stamped 
by druggists in London, Paris, Berlin, Con- 
atantinople, Cairo, and Calcutta. What 
good would an English prescription be in St. 
Petersburg ?”’

Space. It had sixteen levers controlling the 
rheostats and sixty-three Switches. Tech- 
nically the more segments the less notice- 
able the break in the light. On this board are 
fifty-two segments {o every lever, which al- 
lows practically no break in shading a light 
from a full glare of incandescenreé to its ex- 
tinction. AS every segment has its indi- 
vidual wire it may be readily imagined the 
miles of insulated wire coiled at the back of 
this light board: the labyrinth of Lemnos 
would have been plain sailing compared 
with this tangled outfit. It weighed over two 
tons and had miles and miles of wire coiled 
on its back. The new SWitch-board ele- 
vated above the stage has ~-wenty-four 
levers and eighty-four Switches, but is far 
less complicated in its mechanism, as seg- 
ments are done away with entirely. Re- 
sistance is now simply and effectively at- 
tained through the rheostats, invented by 
John J. Fanning, the electrician, and John

The rainbow effect 
is obtained from a delicate and ingenious bit 
of mechanism. 

Automatic Revolving Switchboard. 

Visitors at the Masonic Temple roof gar- 
den have been puzzled by the witchery of 
electric lights. The switch board controls 
1,500 lights; of this number 512 are worked 
from an automatic revolving switchboard. 
This works on the same principle as the old- 
fashioned barrel organ. The large wooden 
cylinder is operated by a small electric motor. 
In every revolution it makes ten changes, 
lighting and extinguishing as many series 
of lamps. The same mechanism is util- 
ized in the big corner tower on a dry goods 
store in State street, save that it has 2,50v0 
lights. 

Wagner Theater,in Bayreuth, has the most 
complete theatrical electric plant in the 
world. Itiwas putin four years ago at an cx- 
pense of $150,000, The original cost of the 
house was only $225,000, which indicates 
lights are considered the most important 
requisite in artistic stage productions. 

If electricity is in its infancy the remark- 
able regi attained through its illuminating 
power during the last ten years on the stage 
leaves ground for speculation on the won- 
ders it may produce in the same connection 


in the near future. 
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taining thousands of acres and employing 
hundreds of laborers. The standard wages 
are 18% cents a day and one almud (twelve 
and a-half pounds) of sheiled corn a week. 
The rest of their provisions and also their 
clothing, tobacco, etc., must be bought from

Each laborer as soon as employed is given 
a piece of thin white cigaret paper about 
six inches long by four inches wide with his 
name and the date written withink length- 
wise across it and near the top. Underneath 
hia name the bookkeeper draws, also w.th 
ink, two or three parailel /ines about. an inch 
apart and the length of the paper. This tick- 
et is called a boleto and looks like this:

This boleto must be brought to the store 
whenever the laborer wishes to make a pur- 
chase. He preserves it by rolling it up like a 
cigaret and placing itin a hollow reed (car- 
risc) made out of.a joint of common fishing 
cane and carrying it tn his hat or behind his 
ear. Aduplicate is kept by the bookkeeper. 

When a laborer buys a medio of mer- 
chandisée the bookkeeper marks it on: the 
boleto by making a perpendicular line about 


a quarter of an inch long above the horizon- 


tal line and restingon it; a ** bit” by a line 
twice length baif ubove and half below 
the horizontal line. Twenty-five cents is 
represented by two of the * bit *’ lines, a half 
dollar by a half wre 3 above the line, a doilar 
by a complete circle dividing the line, five 
do!lars by a V above the line, und ten doilars 
by an X half above and haif below the line. 

After trading for several months the boleto 
looks something like this:

John Randolph's Foresight. 


The memorial was referred to a Congres- 
sional committee, of whom the Chairman 
was John Randolph, he of Roanoke, Va., a 
slaveowner himself and possessed of a keen 
insight into the great future. In his adverse 
report he said “that the rapidly increasing 
population of the {then new] State of Ohio 
shows that the labor of slaves is not neces- 
sary to promote the settlement and growth 
of colonies in that region; that the comunit-

tee deemed it highly dangerous and inex- 
pedient to impair a provision wisely ca)cu- 
lated to promote the happiness and pros- 
perity of the Northwestern country’; and 
much more on the same strain. 

Balked in this, another course was tried. 
Napoleon Bonaparte having acquired the 
country west of the Mississippi, being also 
checked in his well advanced plan to form 
a powerful maritime colony there, sold the 
United States ‘‘all of [Spanish] Louisiana.’’ 
The Emperor’s Prefect, M. de Laussat, with 
the Chief Judge, M. d’Ayme, had already 
been welcomed to New Orleans, where the 
former had announced several laws, and 
among them the assuring one ‘that slavery 
and the slave trade should tbe maintained” 
‘the same as under Spanish rule. So peti- 
tions soon came in, with many signers, ask- 
ing Congress to “annex” the Lllinois to 
‘Louisiana.’ Instead of that, all of the new 
purchase north of the present State of Louis- 
iana was joined to the Indiana Territory for 
judicial purposes. | Hence, for a time, Gov. 
William Henry Harrison's authority went 
that far south and north to British America 
and west to the Pacific. 

Failing in this, as in former attempts, 
those who wanted slavery now sought to 
have it under a so-called “indenture or serv- 
ant law” of their own making. The Indiana 
Territory had just passed into its ‘‘second 
grade,”” where it could in a degree act 
through its own Legislature and convened 
that body at Vincennes, its capital, Feb. 1, 
1805. Wayne County, or so much of the 
country as lay east of Lake Michigan, had 
by act of Congress the month before been 
set off to itself as the “Michigan Territory.” 
News of it coming to Vincennes James May 
and James Henry, ‘‘the members’ from 
Wayne,” withdrew. So their ‘section was 
spared the mistake that followed. 

The first law of those who remained was 
“An act concerning the introduction of ne- 
groes and mulattoes into this (the Indiana) 
Territory,’’ as odious in terms as it was dar- 
ing in defiance of the organic law of its very 
being. Under this “act’’ an owner could 
bring in his slaves. This was followed up 
in 1806 by a supplementary ‘‘act concerning 
servants,’ really a slave code. The next 
year a bill to repeal them passed the Lower 
House, but was defeated in the Council by 
the vote of Dr. George Fisher, Rice Jones, 
and Shadrach Bond. They could not well 
have voted otherwise, so decided were their 
| constituents along the Mississippi in favor 
of slavery. 

But with the inflow into Bastern Indiana 
of those opposed to it, many from the slave 
States for this very reason, with the pre- 
cept of free Ohio near by, there set in a 
strong countercurrent. Freed from the clog 
of the Illinois, by its organization intoa sep- 
arate Territory in 1809, Indiana the next 
year repealed the two acts in question, 
Later a very warm canvass gave the con- 
vention that made her State Constitution of 
1816 a good majority for freedom. They 
not only put in the Constitution the once ob- 
noxious sixth article of the Ordinance of 
1787, but added to-it the words “‘that any 
indenture of any negro or mulatto hereafter 
made out of this State (of Indiana) shall be 
of no validity within” the same. 

The lIllinois Declares for Slavery. 

The Illinois, still deep in the rut of its old 
notions, kept its course, drawing to itself 
mostly those of a like thinking. Its heritage 
of the old slave indenture laws and the hold- 
ings under them were saved in its State Con- 
Stitution of 1818, with a reduced term of 
service of the slave children born after its 
passage. The first Legislature,the next year, 
put the Vincennes laws, with harsh addi- 
tions, into “An act resp@cting negroes, mu- 
lattoes, servants, and slaves,”’ in twenty- 
five penal sections,‘‘in force from and after 
March 30, 1819." In terms they were as 
broad and inhuman, as severe in penalties 
and punishments, as any of the most ultra 
| Slave States south of the Ohio. By compar- 
ison the old “Code Noir de la Louisiane’ 
was mild and Christian. They at least en- 
forced the religious instruction and a re- 
gard for marriage observances of such 
servants. 

Sensible to the worth of space in these col- 
umns the writer condenses a few samples 
from the Lllinois k laws to give an 
idea of the whole. o “free negro or mu- 
latto, singly or with his family,” was al- 
lowed to come or settle in the State without 
a certificate of freedom “from some court 
of record.”’ No one could give work, food, 
or shelter to those without such a document. 
Any colored person without it was “deemed 
a@ runaway slave,’ to be taken up, adver- 
tised, and if not reclaimed “sold by the 
Sheriff for one year.”’ 

No one could “sell to, buy from, or trade 
with any servant or slave without consent 
of his or her master’; while to “harbor or 
hinder the owner in retaking them” was 
“declared a felony, punishable by restitu- 
tion or a fine of twofold value, and whip- 
ping not to exceed thirty lashes.”’ “Slaves 
or servants” estray ten miles from the “ten- 
ements of his or her master’ without “a 
pass” were to be “apprehended,”’ and on the 
“order of the trial Justice of the Peace 
were to be punished with stripes.” They

Reviewing this code a stranger to the 
other facts in its connection would infer 
that, as in the cotton belts of the South, the 
negroes so far outnumbered the whites in 
IJlinois as always to threaten the horror of 
an insurrection. Not so. For in 1750, under 
the Franch régime, there were only some 
BOO blacks to a white population. of 1,100 in 
and about the five Illinois villages along the 
Mississippi. The census of 1800 put the 
whole number of slaves of the Indiana Ter- 
ritory, which then included those vilages, 
at 133. Of the later Illinois Territory, in 
1810 there were 168 slaves, increased when 
the “eode’’ went into effect in 1819 to 91%. 
To these may be ad@ed 5v6 free negroes. 
And under. the State Constitution the num- 
ber held in sérvice had fallen off in 1830 to

747, while as early as 1840 only 131 remained. 
Of little need at all, thé black laws were more 
the reflex of the sentiment of the sections 
whence the dominant early settlers came. 
And death and time having removed or 
freed the negro servants and their children, 
these laws still remaihed. 
Ignorant Settlers Flock In. 

The indentured servant law did not entice 
the courteous and kindly owner of Virginia, 
nor the hair-trigger Majah from Kentucky; 
bul rather they of the unlettered, rough- 
and-tumble sort, of their like in Tennessee 
and Georgia. These traits were offset by 
many of the nobler traits of our better 
nature: They brought with them to the IIli- 
nois all these, together with their ways, no- 
tions, and dialect, ahd left the impress of 
them over the southern half of the State, 
and on its legislation for several years. P 

Ignorance in those times was popular and 
self-assured. ‘Then men so possessed often, 
as Gov. Ford says, “broke into’ the Legis- 
lature; and to the downright glee of their 
“cornstituints” they were doubly bulls in 
the deliberative china shops at Vandalin 
and Springfield. A speech of one of them is 
preserved in the late Minister Washburne’s 
sketch of Gov. Edward Coles. It jis the ef- 
fort of John Grammfr, “‘the member’’ from 
the Way-bash kintry, agin’’ a bill to free 
the indentured slaves. Said he: ‘Mr. Speak- 
er, I will show thatere proporsition is un- 
constitutionable, inlégal, and fornenst the 
compact. Don’t evry one know, or leasta- 
wise had ought to khow, that the Congress 
that sot at Post Vinsan [Vincenhes] gar- 
nisheed to the old French inhabitants the 
right to hold their niggers! And haint I got 
as much rights as any Frenchman in this 
State? Answer me that, sir.’’ 

Much room, too, for curious comment is 
found in the earlier special laws, where, for 
instance, the Town of Meredosia [from the 
“Marias d’Ogee’’ of the French voyageurs, 
a noted curved marsh of the Illinois River], 
smirks as the coy “Mary Dosia,’ and the 
name and gender of Joliet blushes as the 
fair ‘‘July-et.’’ 

The Mississippi oh the west, |with the 
Ohio and Wabash east, were the! supports 
on which the Anglo-Americans fringed their 
onward way, later to knit their straggling 
settlements across from either border. They 
were mostly from the South, or affected 
with the manners of its poorer classes. The 
rivers named, with their tribute waters, 
were the available highways, while keel- 
boats and “pirogues,” as the large canoes 
were called, gave a ready transport. With 
the like means came up the Wabash in 1819 
the first settlers of the Vermilion River 
country. It is not easy to define ithe exact 
limit of the/northward spread here of the 
Slavery eclipse. But the taint spots it left 
show that this section of Illinois'was wel] 
under its shadow. 

The Ante-Bellum Campaigns, 


A generation later Vermilion wasithe lower 
“eend of a Kongris. dee-strick,” |of which 
Cook, of quite a different people, was the 
northern county. In the meantime the late 
John Wentworth was its ‘representative. 
Called ‘“‘Long John” himself, his district had 
a great length, too. Its feach was full 150 
miles. Learned; eminent, both asa speaker 
and writer; a rare judge of men and their 
drifts in public affairs, this versatile Chicago 
cilizen managed the diverse (parts of 
his bailiwick with great tact and sound judz- 
ment. The writer has seen him on the public 
square in Danville, his figure from the arm- 
pits up in full view above the headsiof a mass 
of people. Iiis ease and perfect equanimity, 
his ready wit and broad humor endkared him 
to the “min of all his party down hyur,”’ 
while with the goodly matrons, his forecare 
in “sendin’ on seeds for garding! sass was 
the talk for me-iles e-round.’’ 

His favored hustings was some three miles 
north, under the hill, at Denmark, a row of 
loz houses and ramshackle tenements on 
either side of the old State road “‘leadin’ 
from Vinsan to Chic-kay-go.’’ Here and 
about “‘the pints toard the pe-ray-rary’’ was 
Long John's “for sure crap’’ of voters, By 
“shooting at a mark, a pitch of horseshoes, 
jumping and wrestling, usually with a hold 
of “‘kitch as kitch can,’ were naitional af- 
fairs, especially those mixed with ‘‘consiu- 
shinile pints” argued, and a “powful’’ ap- 
peal of Long John’s was to take off his shoes 
and in stocking feet eat salt off the hat of 


the tallest man in the crowd. f course, 
from the start jokes and the jug had their 
merry-go-round, and unlike the games de- 
liberations of the vernors of North and 


South Carolina there was no complaint of 
‘9 long time between drinks.” | 

A warm constituent at these gatherings 
was the “Juke [Duke] of Ravin Crick,” a 
near branch of the mill stream, whose figure 
is shown astride of his ‘“‘chise critter.’’ Long 
a leader with his kind—and the ‘“‘woods thar 
wor full of sich’—he added to his fame for 
having said, in an admiring mood, that 
“Tong John was like the measles. He had

| interest brought on other blows, and new 
rings for their “give and takers.” In this 
way several fights went on at the same time. 
The word “Enough!” was the signal to 
stop, and not another bite, scratch, or gouge 
was allowed. Out of the mire or dust beater 
and beaten, often stripped amd bleeding 
from scalp to waist, were helped by sympa- 
thetic ones to the grocery or near store and 
washed, treated, and made to shake hands. 
And it was no uncommon thing for them to 
be the best of friends ever after. Brutal as 
all this was, it is “manly” as compared with 
the sneak of today, who whips out his re- 
peater or knife to shoot or garve on the 
slighitegt pretext or with no p§ovocation at 
all. 
The Real Fight for Freedom. 

We go to other scenes, merely referring to 
some of the events that led on to them. 
Though the old code had long survived all 
practical use, it lived the law, as it seems, 
serving as a solace to the continued preju- 
dice of the illiterate classes against the 
colored man, and emphasizing their and 
their leaders’ hatred of all who dared to say 
that slavery was wrong. 

The public mind had drifted far from the 
anchorage where the early republic placed 
slavery, in the assured belief that in good 
time it would die out in all our borders. At 
the South a new notion was evolved that 
cotton grown by unremunerated toil was 
king of all and that in the spread of this 
labor a lasting rule of the Nation would be 
gained. At the North the greed for office 
drugged its politicians into a moral stupor. 
None durst offend the aggressive South. 
and the fear of it was ‘upon all men.” 

At such a stage of the public mind in 1854 
the Missouri compromise was erased and 
slavery invited into; Kansas and Nebraska. 
It seems a waste of space to recall that the 
free States awoke as by acrash of dynamite 
to a keen sense of a great wrong not to the 
negro alone but to the degrading effects of 
the example upon the white classes tlhe 
world over. But this last bold aggression 
made men’s blood hot, and gave tongue to 
protests on every hand. It is, however, 
more the writer’s aim to note the peculiar 
status of Lllinois at the time. /Its people 
having brought in their i, euch acquired 
beliefs, traits, and habits, each attracting 
its kind into opposite parts of the State, now 
divided; it sectionally, as was\the Union. 
Thus split in sympathy it earlie ecame 
a conspicuous débating ground ov the 
boding| question. Later on, and by a com- 
mon consent, it supplied the most noted 
speakers, and all the Nation became a deep- 
concerned auditory, while the world abroad 
was a ¢urious looker-on. 

Old parties soon toppled and buried the 
cringing leaders, big and little, under their 
rotten jruins. These pests to free govern- 
ment everywhere had so debauched the ig- 
norant/and carless-minded, played on their 
prejudices, or aroused in them idle fears, 
that all fair discussion seemed debarred. 
And the associate survivor of those who 
made THr TRIBUNE a mighty power in beat- 
ing off the great harm that menaced all the 
land can well recall the gantlet of vile mis- 
siles, false statements, coarse abuse, to say 
nothing of threats to do bodily harm, 
through which the earlier campaigns were 
conducted and won. 

In that of 1858 for the United States Sena- 
torship, lost only through an unfair leg|s- 
lative apportionment, one of the great de- 
baters referred to spoke in Danville on one 
day, as did his opponent from one of the 
several arranged stands on the next. 

Among the effective speakers the first day 
was Mr. Wentworth, and many old friends 
came to see and hear him. A goodly crowd, 
the “Juke” along with it, were in from 
Ravin Creek. It was an instructive lesson 
for the writer to go about and look into the 
eager faces of the gathered thousands. 

All sorts of comments were heard in under- 
tones from the “Crickers,’’ waked and 
amazed as never before. .One says: “I 
kint quite ad-zactly see how it war come 
about."’ Another that ‘‘Long John mout be 
right and agin he moutent.”” Qne said that 
‘*‘Rest-away niggers war niggers and hedn t 
orter be erlowed to marry white gals no- 
how.’ And another one said “‘He didn't 
keer ef the party hid lift him [Long John} 
or ef he hid lift hit. For hisself he wus for 
hez party; and ef wust cum to wust he’d do 
like the possum up a pursimin tree ina 
harrykane, that quiled its tail around a 
iimb and be foriver thar.’’ 

Some deserted to a distant stand where a 
kind of ‘“‘camp meeting wuz gwyin’ [going] 
on, with a singing of speerechal hymes and 
shakin’ hands.’’ It was a stand where the 
Rev. Riehard Hargrave, a great Methodist 
revivalist of Indiana, was the orator, assist- 
ed by a glee club, some of the tnembers of 
which went about shaking hands as they 
sang with the others on the platform. It 
did seem, as a ‘“‘creeker’’ naively said, ‘‘as 
-ef the hivings and yath [earth] had kim to- 
gather.’ The old Duke, glued, like his kind, 
to a by-gwone name, was so affronted at ‘‘the 
idee of Long John,” his measle beau ideal, 
‘‘hissclf goin’ agin the Dimicrats’’ that he 
swore he would ‘‘git his critter and shin for 
home.’ And he did. 

The Lincoln-Douglas Debate. 

From June to November that year there 
were Similar meetings over other parts of 
the State. But the places where the two 
great debaters met in joint discussion blazed 
the most intensely and gathered the largest 
masses for fuel. From the chief figures 
down to the commonest one that mixed in 
the throng they were singular and ought 
not to be forgotten. Singular that the one 
orator, born and reared among the lowly 
kind we hiave described, feeling the curse of 
Slavery on him and them, boldly saying he 
“hated it’”’ as a great ‘‘moral and political’ 
wrong. The other, a “school-teacher,” as 
he said, from New England, and who did 
“not care whether .slavery was voted 
up or voted down.” Him to inveigh his op- 
ponent as ‘“‘good at teiling anecdote,”’ could 
‘“‘beat any of the boys wrestling, running a 
foot race, pitching quoits, or tossing a cop- 
per; could ruin more liquor than all the boys 
in town together’; while “the dignity and 
impartiality with which he presided at a 
horse race or fist fight excited the admira- 
tion and won the praise of everybody that 
was present and participated’’; to put him 
a set of ‘‘questions’’ with a demand for an- 
swers, among them ‘‘whether he was op 
posed to the acquisition of any more terri- 
tory unless slavery was prohibited therein,”’ 
all to be used when the questioner should 
“trot him down [in Southern Illinois} to 
Lower Egypt.” 

The one ** was aware "’ at the outset, so he 
said in the sixth debate at Quincy, IIl., that 
the seven debates ‘‘ were the successive acts 
of a drama’’—*“ to be enacted not merely in 
the face of audiences like this [of Quincy], 
but in the face of the Nation,” and “to 
some extent in the face of the world.’’ Hence 
he *‘ was anxious they should be conducted 
with dignity and in good temper.”’ 

This one, in the debate at Jonesboro, down 
in darkest Egypt, now for the first time and 
at the most fitting place of all made 
answer: Did he [the opponent] talk 
of trotting me down [here] to Egypt to 
scare me to death? Why, I know this peo- 
ple better than he does. I was raised just 
a little east of here lover in Spencer County, 
Indiana, though born in Hardin County, 
Kentucky]. Iam a part ofthis people. But 
he was raised further north, and perhaps he 
has some horrid idea of what this people 
might be induced to do,’’ etc. He knew that 
the one broad charity that characterizes

to do or say with due accord to those who 
differ. He won attentive silence. There is 
no applause or disturbance bracketed in the 
speeches on either side. But the seed was 
cast. With it were the sowings of many 
other courageous hands. The harvest, at 
the hour of the Nation’s need, was living 
sheaves, brave and true as ever trod to the 
thrill of fife anddrum. | 

It may be added that: 

After sixty years of stain the Black Laws 
of the Illinois were, Feb. 7, 1865, washed out 
in the receding waves of the rebellion.
